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A GREAT MEETING OF ANTI-BLAINE 
REPUBLICANS. 

IHE LEADING MEN OF MASSACHUSETTS PRES- 
ENT IN FORCE — STRONG SPEECHES 
AGAINST THE CHICAGO TICKET—GREAT 
FNTHUSIASM FOR A THIRD PARTY—A 
PLATFORM ADOPTED AND COMMITTEES 
APPOINTED, 

Boston, June 13.—The meeting of Repub- 
Hicans and independents held here to-day to con- 
sider what action shall be taken by those who 
believe that *‘ only men of high character should 
be elected to high office, and that the nomina- 
tions just made at Chicago ought not to be 
supported in any emergency that now seems 
likely to arise,” was a large gathering, 
too large for the place of meeting designated in 
the call, so that an adjournment had to be taken 
toa neighboring hall. It was composed of rep- 
resentative Republicans and active independents, 
substantial business men, professional men, gray- 
haired men of middle age and beyond, and steady 
young men. It was an enthusiastic gathering 
and was generous in its applause of the outspoken 
declarations of the several speakers. Toward 
the close there was the inevitable debate and 
display of difference of opinion and a slight but 
unsuccessful effort to turn the tide. The out- 
come of the meeting was a declaration of princi- 
ples embodied in xu brief platform, the appoint- 
ment of a committee of 100 with full powers to 
arrange the campaign programme, and a com- 
mittee of 25 to attend and represent the meeting 
in the conference in New-York on the 17th 
inst. The speeches were the commanding feature 
of the affair, representing as they did, judging 
from the hearty applause and cheers which 
greeted the more significant utterances, the 
exact sentiment on the floor. 

Henry L. Pierce, in calling the meeting to 
order, struck the key-note when he said: “I re- 
gret as much as any one the train of events 
which has brought about the present condition 
of things, but I believe it is incumbent 
upon every good citizen, every one who 
desires an honest, a pure, a_ patriotic 
Administration, one free from jobbery, one 
tree from * jingoism,’ and free from the various 
propositions which have been made by the 
gentleman who has been nominated, to use his 
utmost efforts to prevent his election to the 
Presidency.” He concluded by presenting the 
following list of permanent officers of the meet- 
ing: President—Charles R. Codman; Vice-Presi- 
dents—Julius H. Seelye, Charles W. Eliot, J. 
Huntington Woicott, Henry M. Dexter, Henry 
L. Pierce, Martin Brimmer, Stephen M. Weld, 
Joseph H. Walker, William H. Forbes, Estes 
Howe, Samuel Hoar, David B. Flint, John S. 
Farlow, William H. Fox, William Martin, Wiil- 
iam M. Adams, and Moses Williams; Secretaries— 
Hamilton A. Hill, George C. Hodges, and H. W. 
Chaplin. 

Col. Charles R. Codman, as the permanent 
Chairman of the meeting, spoke at length, de- 
fining the position of those Republicans and in- 
dependents who had felt it their duty to protest 
against the work at Chicago. His remarks were 
as follows: 


FELLOW-CITIZENS: I have never received a 
greater honor than that which you confer upon 
me to-day, [applause and cries of “good,” 
“good,”] and one which is much beyond my 
deserts. Weare met here upon one of the most 
important occasions upon which American citi- 
zens may take counsel together. We are met 
to take what perhaps is to be a new politi- 
cal departure. [Loud applause.] We are 
here, most of us men who have for 
years and some of us ever since its 

irth, been members and..supporters of the 
Republican Party. [ Voices, ** hear,” “ hear.”"] We 
propose not to support the candidate of that 
arty forthe Presidency of the United States. 
Voices, “ No,” “no,” and loud applause and 
cheers.] And when we take such a step 
as that, it is just to ourselves and fair 
to our fellow-citizens that we should 
frankly state the reasons why we 
do it. [Applause.] It is for that that we are 
here to-day, a convention of Republicans and 
independents, where every man thinks for him- 
self, and speaks for himself, and votes for him- 
self and his country. [Applause.] Bear with 
me a. few moments while I etate to 
you what I see to find fault’ with 
in the action of the Republican 
Party at Chicago. I believe that I shall speak 
the sentiments of the majority, if not the whole 
of this meeting, in much of what I shallsay. I 
shall venture to criticise first the platform, and 
then I shali have something to say about the 
candidate. 


Now, what isthe platform of the Republican 
Party? It declares, among other things, that 
this Nation is a nation, and not a league of 
States. I had thought, tellow-citizens, that that 

uestion might have been considered settled. 
Applause and laughter.]. They tell us that they 
favor popular education. Are there any men, or 
is there any party, that opposes it? They tell 
us that they favor civil service reform. Well, 
gentiemen, as far as platforms go, there is not ‘a 
convention, Republican or Democratic,in this 
country that does not favor it. (Laughter and 
applause.}] We propose hereafter to judge 
parties and politicians somewhat by their acts as 
well as ~ 4 their words. .[Applause and cheers. ] 
They: tell us that they are not in favorofa 
tariff for revenue only, but they want to 
have incidental protection to American labor. A 
fine-sounding phrase is that. Let us analyze it 
for a moment, and let us do it in the light of that 
other declaration that recommends that the duty 
on wool should be imposed once more upon the 
American poopie. {Applause.] Is that the idea 
of the Republican Party of protection to 
American labor? I should say it was rather 
protection to American monopoly. [Applause.] 

But yet, after all, it is not the platform that is 
the important thing. There may be some men 
bere who can swallow that. There may be some 
men bere, for we recognize here honest differ- 
ences of opinion, who would not care to oppose 
the platform. There may be some men here who, 
opposed as they are to the platform, would be 
willing to support the candidate of the old party 
if he were not Mr. Blaine, of Maine. [Prolonged 
appiause.] Why, gentlemen, consider for one 
moment what has been done. For the first time 
in the history of this country, for the first time 
in the history of any political party, a party has 
voluntarily put in nomination a man who, 
in the opinion not merely of his opponents, but 
of a large number of his political associates, when 
in office, used his office for personal emolument. 
semen. Was ever sucha nomination made 

fore? will not enter now into the question 
of how far these accusation were true. I only 
say that now, every political party, in nominating 
a candidate for President, has acted asif it be- 
lieved that, like Caesar’s wife, he should be above 
suspicion. [Prolonged appiause, cheers, and cries 
of * good,” **good.”) The record which, eight 
years ago, the people of the United States 
watched of those transactions in which it was said 
that the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
was implicated. had been pasting out of public 
recollection. Would that it might have fallen 
into absolute oblivion, but the Chicago Conven- 
tion will drag it out. (Applause.) Would that 
that page of our eg ! could be left rolled up 
as a scroll, but the Chicago Convention, not- 
withstanding all remonstrances, and, in 
the face of every warning, is determined 
that it shall be re-examined and re-in- 
spected. It is no fault of ours, but 
this I say, that that record, which muny of us 
remember, which some have forgotten, and 
which some of the younger men perhaps have 
never heard, will be laid before the country for 
the country’s consideration between now and 
November. [Applause.] It is notour fault, fel. 
low citizens, that those transactions are once 
more to be considered by the American people. 


Now, gentlemen, we meet here as_ practical 
men fora ge purpose. I will respectfuily 
indicate what it seems to me our attitude may 
be. Whena great party which hoids the offices 
of the country, and has for years swung its 
power, becomes, in our judgment, unfaithful, 
what are we, what are ajl_ independent_citi- 
zens to do? [A voice— Leave it.’’] First, 
we are to see whether the great opposition party 
of the country is fit to take its place. Weare to 
consider how far it is fit, if it is fit atall. Now, 
gentiemen, speaking only for myself, I will 
frankly say that I have no fear for 
the future of this country no matter what 
political party ts into power. [Wild ap- 
plause and cheers long continued.) Don't tellme 
that rvin awaits us if for four years we have a 
Democratic President. [Applause.] Those who 
believe it are no true Republicans. They huve 
no taitr in popular institutions, and such 
opinions only come from a_ blind and bigot- 

partisanship. j{Appiause.] The Democratic 
Party has its opportanty I suppose we 
may say that we have no favors to ask and 
no bargains to make, {Applause.] We are in- 
dependent citizens, and we see that there are 
statesmen im the ranks of the Democratic Party 
‘applause] for whom independent Republicans 
may vote and not blush ,when they do it. 
‘Great applause and cheers.] lf the Demo- 
cratic Party wants our votes eg | kpow how 
they zre to be obtained. If it doce 
not want them, we can withhold them, We 
would not venture to dictate; it would be imno- 
lite and it wouid be presmmptucug; butawe may 

iy ind:eate our position and to the Demo- 
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cratic Party, representing as it does nearly one- 
half of the people of the United States: “ You 
see our position. It isfor you to say whether 
you want our votes. [Applause.] It may be 
that that party will offer us—I will not say offer 
us—will offer the country worthy and respected 
candidates; but whether it does or not, there 
is one right that freemen always have, 
and that is to vote as they please. Ap- 
plause.] It may be our duty, some of us 
may think, to stand up and be counted as an in- 
dependent party. [At this point Mr. Codman 
was interrupted by a storm of applause and 
cheers and most enthusiastic demonstrations of 
applause.] I know, fellow-citizens, that third 
parses are apt to be short-lived, but I also know 
hat sometimes before they die they do great 
things. [Applause.] I aiso know that 
there was once a third party which after 
a few years became the second party and 
ultimately the first —. in the United States, 
fapplause,] and that was the Republican Party. 
t was bornina bolt,and it bas elected Presi- 
dents and conquerors almost witbout number. 
Gentlemen, I have detained you too long, but [ 
have only touched briefly upon such points as it 
seemed to me the meeting would desire to hear 
discussed. [Prolonged applause.] 


Col. Codman was cheered at the close of his 
speech. Then followed the Rev. James Freeman 
Clarke. He spoke ina quaintly humorous way 
of the slight difference between the platforms 
and professions of the two great parties, and said 
that until the nominations at Chicago were 
made he did not think he would be obliged 
to interest himseif in the Presidential 
election, but, as the French say, would sleep on 
both ears. But be had counted without his host, 
namely the Chicago Convention. He was not 
aware that this convention was left so far to it- 
self as to give us a man who had been twice 
rejected by the Republican Party in previ- 
ous conventions, and of whom we are obliged to 
say at least this, that somehow or other he stands 
as the impersonation and the type of just these 
measures and that kind of conduct+»which we 
consider disreputable in any party. He had 
always voted with the Republican Party, 
but he believed it now needea chastise- 
ment. If the Democrats should put up 
a good man for President, he should vote for 
him, while throwing his vote for a Republican 
Congress and Republican State officers. He 
found a good deal in common between Mr. Blaine 
and Gen. Butler. The latter was advanced to 
stir things up; to see tbat he would do. He was 
given a chance, but the State was made no bet- 
ter by the shaking up he gaveit. Neither would 
the Nation gain by ashaking up suchas Blaine 
would give it. 

Col, Thomas Wentworth Higginson, designated 
to present the platform, followed Mr. Clarke. 
He prefaced the reading of the resolutions with 
an admirable speech, in which he criticised the 
Massachusetts delegation to Chicago for neglect- 
ing, any one of them, to vote no against making 
Blaine’s nomination unanimous, and declared his 
williagness to vote for Cleveland or Bayard—to 
stand up, if the opportunity was given him, 
which remark drew out hearty applause. The 
platform he read is as follows: 


Whereas, We are met in conference as Kepub- 
licans and independents of Massachusetts, to 
tuke action in opposition to the nomination of 
James G. Blaine for President and John A. 
Logan for Vice-President of the United States; 
an 

Whereas, These candidates were named in ab- 
solute disregard of the reform sentiment of the 
Nation, and represent political methods and 
principles to which we are unalterably opposed, 

Resolved, That it is our conviction that the 
country will be better served by opposing these 
nominations than by supporting them. 

Resolved, That we look with solicitude to the 
coming nominations by the Democratic Party. 
They have the proper men; we hope they will 
put them before the people for election. 

Resvived, That an Executive Committee of 
100 be appointed with full power. 

Resolved, That whatever action be taken by 
the Democratic Party in Chicago, we as Repub- 
licans and Independents direct our committee to 
call a convention, in such manner as they may 
deem expedient, after the Democratic candidates 
have been nominated, ana no later than Aug. 
1, totake such further action as may to them 
seem necessary to carry the sense of this meeting 
into practical effect. 

The debate, which made matters lively for a 
while, at this point sprang up, Mr. Hallowell, 
who announced himself opposed to Biaine and 
prepared not to vote for him, declaring h's in- 
ability to vote fora Democrat. He proposed an 
amendment to the resolutions striking out the 
reference to the Democratic nominations. Sev- 
eral gentlemen spoke for and against, and ulti- 
mately the amendment was voted down. 

President Eliot, of Harvard College, made the 
closing speech. He said: 

“I must confess it will be only by a dispensa- 
tion of Providence that the Democratic Party 
will give us the candidate we want. If we 
put on our platform their candidate, it 
will be better for them and _ perfectly 
satisfactory to us. But political progress is 
to be only by a conflict of national parties, and 
as a rule, two national parties. erefore, I 
hope that out of this meeting will grow a new 
party,as One was grown yearsago. We want to 
found a new! party in our country--a party of 
national principles and one which looks forward 
to a national triumph.

The following letter from Col. Lyman, the in- 
dependent Republican Congressman from the 
Ninth District, sent to the committee organizing 
to-day’s meeting, is made public: 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, |

ing: 

I have just received notice of a meeting 
of Republican and independent voters, to 
be held in Boston, for the urpose of 
protesting against the Republican nomi- 
nations at Chicago. There seldom comes 
a political crisis which calls more loudly for pro- 
test and for action. A review of the situation 
will make this proposition clear. Two 
ears ago, it became evident that the 
epublican Party, like other political 
bodies which had held power for long periods, 
had ceased either to improve or to advance. 
The ‘tidal wave’ of the Autumn of 
1882 gave a Democratic majority of 
70 in the House of Representatives. Moved 
by a threat so formidable, the Forty-seventh 
Congress suddenly reversed its previous action 
and passed the civil Service Reform Bill, and 
everywhere was heard the welcome cry, 
“Progress and reform within the party.” 
Under these auspices it was  reason- 
able to expect that Republicans would 
continue their efforts to improve and raise the 
standard of politics. But what have they just 
now done? They have deliberately and even 
with enthusiasm nominated Mr. Blaine and Gen. 

Logan for the two hignest offices in the party. 
ho are those men? Against Mr. Blaine lies 
the charge of having used his influence as Speaker 
of the House in favor of railroads and for his 
own benefit. In the State of his adoption, 
his reputation is that of a man accustomed to 
use unwarranted political methods. His char- 
acter is restless, aggressive, aud ambitious— 
a character always dengerous in the per- 
son of a President, and rendered trebly so 
by his remarkable ability and energy. ere 
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best men of the Republican’ Party have 
been trying to drive from office. Gen. Logan is 
a brave, frank, and honest man, but narrow and 
prejudiced, in a word, one who is not fitted to be 
a possible successor to the President. For these 
candidates, however distasteful, we are told 
that we must vote, under the vague threat 
of a Democratic victory. Or ail political 
cries not one more plausible, more 
false or more dangerous than that of 
“anything rather than defeat of the party.” A 
party that cannot bear Cefeat and is incapable 
of purification by it has no use in poll- 
tics nor in wmavorality, and should be torn 
up. lf, on the other hand, a_ party 
has a real reason for existence, it will rire 
st: Cuger and better than ever after merited d!s- 
ciplinc. — shall not vote for Blaine and Logan if 
better candidates are nominated for whom 1 can 
cast my ballot.

BLAINE’S STAR ROUTE INTERESTS’ 

TESTIMONY CLEARLY INDICATING THAT HE 
INTERFERED TO SAVF AT LEAST ONE 
OF THE MAIL SWINDLERS. 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—It is a great pity 
that the Hon. Richard T. Merrick, late counsel 
for the Government in the unfortunate star 
route prosecutions, should have felt himself 
bound to-day not to divulge the name of the 
man who approached him as a friend of Mr. 
Bosler. He had been telling Mr. Springer’s Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Department of 
Justice that Bosler had requested that Merrick 
should not be allowed to see his books, be- 
cause Merrick was a Democrat, and the 
books had political entries in them. Bos- 
ley was under subpoena. Mr. Merrick testi- 
fied that he was advised by “a party” 
that Bosler desired to be relieved from subpoena. 
He did not say that “the party” was a member 
of the Cabinet of the President, who was sup- 
posed to be desirous of “ cutting the ulcer out.” 
He did not say that “the party” is now a Presi- 
dential candidate, whose nomination was se- 
cured by the management and money of men 
who knew as much ubout star route matters as 
Dorsey himself. He declined, although repeat- 
edly urged to do so, to name a man wio had the 
hardihood, to say nothing about the gross im- 
propriety of the act, to approach the prosecuting 
officer of the Government at such a time to 
intercede in behalf of a man whose testimony 
might have been made injurious to Dorsey, Brady, 
and the rest of the indicted star route offenders. 
To Bosler’s “ friend,” who approached him in 
regard to relieving Bosler from subpoena, Mr. 
Merrick consented that if Bosler would deliver 
up his papers relating to star route matters he 
might go anywhere. The tender reason which 
controlled Mr. Merrick not to name “the 
party,” “the friend” of Bosler, who so con- 
siderately approached him, was that ‘“ when 
he entered the case the bare mention of a 
man’s name was sufficient to attach suspicion to 
that man and to fasten itupon him. He there- 
fore gave orders that no man’s name should be 
publicly mentioned unless there was evidence 
enough to indict him; thatthe public mind is 
still sensitive and suspicious, and witness pre- 
ferred not to doinjury to any innocent man by 
mentioning his name in this connection.” 

While Mr. Merrick is reticent and could not be 
persuaded to name this * party” it was generally 
understood in the committee room that Mr. Mer- 
rick referred to no less a person than Mr. James 
G. Blaine, and that if the committee had pressed 
him further to say who it was that showed so lit- 
tle respect for justice and so great a degree of 
concern for the cause of the star route men he 
would have reluctantly answered that Blaine 
was the man. 

The investigation is to go on, and Col. George 
Bliss and Mr. W. W. Ker are listening to all that 
iseaid. Mr. Ker expects to hear something of 
interest to himself from Mr. Bliss, and is pre- 
pared to makea full and free answer to what- 
ever damaging assertions Mr. Bliss mav make 
concerning him.

OFFICE-HOLDERS INDORSE BLAINE. 
MR. BLAINE TELLS A FRIEND THAT HIS PUB- 
LIC CAREER IS CLOSED. 

Boston, Mass., June 13.—A bout 150 friends 
of Jesse M. Gove and Charles T. Gallagher, del- 
egates to the Republican Convention from the 
Fourth District, met them at a dinner 
at the Quincy House to-night. It was a 
company of earnest Blaine supporters. Eber 
T. McPherson presided, and among those 
present were Lieut.-Gov. Ames, the Hon. A. W. 
Beard, Collector Worthington, Judge C. C. Bush, 
Judge G. W. Schell, W. A. Johnston, and O. A. 
Dennison, of California, and Henry Parkman. 


Speeches approving Blaine’s nomination were 
made by Messrs. Gove, Gallagher. Worthington, 
Ames, Parkman, Schell, Beard, and Dennison. 

Z. A. Smith, of Boston, highly eulogized Mr. 
Biaine, and described a visit paid him last Sep- 
tember, when Mr. Blaine said: ‘I do not care 
to be a candidate. I have got through 
with public life. When Garfield_ died 
my public career was closed. I am 
happy in the past; Iam happy in the present: I 
am happy in wy friends; lam happy in my fol- 
lowing. I want to complete my book and then 
to live for the respect of my fellow-men 
and for the regard of .those about 
me.” [f ever a nomination came from 
the people. said the speaker, it was the nomina- 
tion of James G. Blaine, and the people love 
him because he is thoroughly and intensely an 
American citizen.

OHIO BLAINE MEN DEFEATED. 
A BITTER CONTEST OVER THE CHAIRMAN- 
SHIP OF THE STATE COMMITTEE. 

CoLtumBvus, June 13.—The Republican 
State Central Committee, which went into secret 
session last night at 8 o’clock, did not conclude 
its labors until after 4 o’clock this morning. The 
surface harmonious look and the general good 
feeling which prevailed up to midnight in the 
deliberations of the committee were dispelled 
after that hour, and from a member. of the 
committee, with more information than discre- 
tion, the following facts are brought to hght: 
After the Central Cemmittee had been organized 
the Foster and anti-Foster factions locked 
horns, the latter with a view of defeating the 
re-election of John F. Oglevee as Chairman of the 


Executive Committee and manager of the cam- 
paign. After no little wrangling it was agreed 
to choose an Executive Committee of seven, as 
tollows: The Hon. Charles Foster, the Hon. J. 
B. Foraker. M. A. Hanna,the Rev. James Poin- 
dexter, Gen. C. C. Waicutt, T. Ewing Miller, and 
Smith L. Johnson. The interesting part of the 
— then began in earnest—the balloting for 
Chairman of the Executive Committee. On the 
first ballot 12 votes were cast for Gen. Beatty, 
andacommittee was sent to his residence to 
urge him to accept, but the General most em- 
phatically declined, giving as a reason that his 
time was too fully occupied to give the work 
the attention required. During the absence of the 
committee a better feeling prevailed, but when 
it was learned that Gen. Beatty declined, a tele- 
gram was sent tothe Hon. Amor Smith, of Cin- 
cinnati, but before an answer was received 
another ballot was taken, resulting in the elec- 
tion of Capt. Oglevee. The would-be managers 
of Mr. Blaine in Ohio made a most desperate 
effort to defeat Oglevee, giving as a reason that 
he was too light a weight. This element, how- 
ever, was powerless, and sought to trade upon 
the reputation of one of Mr. Biaine’s managers 
from Philadelphia at the Chicago Convention.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—At a meeting of

MILWAUKEE, June 13.—The Republican 
ticket in Wisconsin is being boitedon all sides 
on account of Blaine’s nomination. A large 
number of prominent Republicans have openly 
announced that they will not support the Re- 
publican ticket. The ticket is particularly ob- 
noxious to the German-Americans. The Freie 
Press, the afternoon German paper, bolted the 
ticket on the day of the nomination. A sensa- 


tion was created in political circles last night by 
Der Herald, the most influential and widely cir- 
culated German newspaper in the West and 
North-west. Hitherto it has been a stanch Re- 
publican organ. lt announces in a double-leaded 
editorial that it will not support the Blaine and 
Logan ticket. Furthermore, that in the event of 
the Democratic National Convention nomi- 
nating Cleveland or Bayard upon a sound Demo- 
cratic platform it will support such a ticket, 
without prejudice to its returning to its alle- 
giance to the Republican Party in future cam- 
paigns.

WHISKY-DEALERS AT ODDS. 


AN EFFORT TO RESTORE THE POOL PROVES 
A FAILURE 

CurcaGgo, June 13.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Western Export Association was in 
session several hours at the Grand Pacific Hotel, 
but no agreement was reached, and the whisky 
pool will remain suspended indefinitely. The 
meeting was held for the purpose of quieting 
other internal dissensions in the pool. All were 
united, however, in the matter of collecting 
what George W. Kidd, of New-York, owes, he 


being the principal owner of the International 
Distillery Company, of Des Moines, lowa, which 
isin debt to the association some $30,000. After 
the Cincinnati meeting, some four weeks ago, at 
which this indebtedness was learned, a 
committee was sent to New-York to make some 
settiement, but Mr. Kidd absolutely refused 
to settie on any terms except the uncondi- 
tional surernder of all past debts. Upon this 
Judge Cole was retained and the International 
Company was proceeded against. Under an old 
State law two car-loads of alcohol worth $15,000 
were seized. On Tuesday the International con- 
fessed judgment for $87,000 in favor of George 
W. Kidd, and on Thursday executed a mortgage 
or trust deed to him for $250,000. The next move 
of the pool will be to bave a Keceiver appointed, 
and, if possible, have the property condemned 
under that old law, the anticipated result being 
the annihilation of the International Company 
and the vindication of the rights of the pool. 
The pool suspended some days ago, andan 
effort was made to restore it to-day, but this was 
impossible owing to the claim of the Mill Creek 
Distilling Company of Cincinnati, which wanted 
highwines put at $1 0+ inj Cincinnati, alcohol 
six cents over that, and spirits eight cents, the 
effect of which would have been to drive all the 
highwine houses out of the business. But there 
is a pre.ty strong impression that within a short 
time the pool will be restored and will continue 
until Sept. 1, when it expires by limitation.

THE GRAND ARMY OF DRUMMERS. 


WHAT THEY WANT LEGISLATORS AND RAIL- 
ROADS TO DO FOR THEM. 


Detroit, June 13.—The second annual 
meeting of the Travelers’ Protective Association 
of the United States was held here to-day. The 
objects of the association are the general im- 
provement of the character and condition of the 
commercial traveiers of the country. The asso- 
ciation now numbers 1,700 members. Its design 


is to secure the enrollment of the entire fra- 
ternity. The Committee on Transportation de- 
scribed troubles they had encountered in trying 
to get better rates on railroads. What they 
want is 5,000-mile tickets for 144 or 2 cents a mile, 
and permits to carry 250 pounds of baggage free, 
The Committee on Legislation made a report 
showing that already in many places the local 
license system has been abolished or the cost of 
a license reduced, and they recommended that 
each member use his influence with the law- 
makers to have the laws changed so that 
the local license systems will be abolished. 
A motion was made that the Railroad Com- 
mittee attend the baggage-masters’ convention 
to be heid in Boston next month and lay the re- 
quest of the association before them. Several 
members gave their experience in visiting rail- 
road men’s conventions. ‘*The Toledo idea is 
the only way to win,” said one of the delegates. 
“Boycott every road that refuses to carry 250 
pounds of baggage. Tell your houses not to send 
a pound of freight over such lines, and the effect 
will soon be apparent.” The motion was 
then voted down. “Congressman Brewer, of 
New-York, and Gov. Springer were elected 
honorary members. of the association 
tor the good work they had done in Congress. 
J.M. McKinstry, of Cleveland, President, and 
J. R. Stone, of Cincinnati, Secretary and Treas- 
urer, were both re-elected for the ensuing year. 
A — reception was given by the association 
this evening at the Opera-house, where an ad- 
dress of welcome was given by the Hon. T. H.

TILDEN’S POLITICAL HEIR 


THE EX-CANDIDATE MAKES CLEVE- 
LAND HIS LEGATEE. 
A DECLARATION THAT WILL ADD TO THE 
GOVERNOR’S BOOM—BLAINE COUNTING 
ON MR. JOHN KELLY’S SUPPORT. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—A Democrat from 
Missouri, who called upon Mr. Samuel J. Tilden 
the day before his letter was given to the press, 
tells astory here that is extremely important if 
true, and there is no good reason for doubting 
its truth. The Missourian said to Mr. Tilden that he 
regretted tojhear of his determination to decline 
a nomination. Mr. Tilden was gratified, and im- 
mediately replied: “It will be all right. New- 
York will give the convention a candidate who 
will astrulvy represent the principle of reform 
as myself—a good man anda sound Democrat.” 

“To whom do you refer ?”” was asked. 

“ T mean Grover Cleveland,” answered Mr. Til- 
den. 

This story has been heard by a few Democrats. 
If it could be vouched for by some declaration 
from Mr. Tilden, it would wonderfully increase 
the tremendous boom for Cleveland which has 
collected during the last two days. The concen- 
tration upon Cleveland appears to have been 
spontaneous. The Democrats who talk for him 
have not been turned that way by «ny such or- 
ganized effort as has been made for Mr. Flower. 
Of Mr. Flower’s work, there has been more 
or less talk for weeks. It has been common 
gossip here that he has spent considerable sums 
of money to retain the services of men who have 
access to the columns of Southern newspapers, 
and that these men have, with a good deal of 
skili and much more zeal, managed to keep 
Flower in the Southern eye until the im- 
pression has been created that the future 
well-being of the Nation depends upon the 
nomination of Flower. In spite of this bureau 
work, the Flower boom seems to be ip 
danger of vanishing trom the South just as it 
appears that by shrewd foresight he has man- 
aged to be named as the second choice in wanv 
New-York districts when Mr. Tilden was the 
first choice. Now that Tilden is out of the way, 
it is feared that Mr, Flower will embarrass the 
Democracy by insisting that the second choice 
shall take the place of the removed first choice. 

The gravitation of sentiment toward Cleveland 
has not been checked by letters from New-York 
Democrats, freely exhibited to-day, protesting 
against the Cleveland boom prevalent among 
Southern and Western members. These letters 
urge reasons cogent only from a local point of 
view of New-York City politics and are liberally 
discounted. They are manifestly written in the 
interest of Flower and nag enn have no 
effect, save to stimulate the hopes of Mr. Bay- 
ard’s friends, who take them as supplementary 
proof of assurances received from other sources, 
that the Flower strength in the New-York State 
Convention will be willingly delivered to the 
peace Senator, as a preference over Cleve- 

and. 

The limited support of Mr. Randall loses heart 
in the contemplation of the unyielding hostility 
to his nomination of the South and West. Yet 
the ex-Speaker will make the fight with bull- 
dog determination, encouraged by the belief 
that he is the legitimate Elisha of the lately 
translated Elijah of Greystone. <A prom- 
inent Philadelphia delegate to the Democratic 
Convention next month was at the Capitol to- 
day giving assurances of an energetic fight for 
Randall's nomination, based upon statements of 
flattering support from Ohio and New-York and 
a practically unanimous support from Pennsyl- 
vania. Attention willcentre upon the Saratoga 
Convention ina day or two,and the action of 
that body will be awaited with even more con- 
cern than was felt by the Republicans in the 
action of the Utica Convention. Mr. Randall 
admits that it will be a very important gathering 
indts bearing upon the Chicago contest. 

The Democrats of New-York, and particularly 
Mr. John Kelly, will probably not be pleased to 
hear how the Blaine men talk about him. A\l- 
ready Mr. Blaine’s intimate friends are speaking 
most confidently about Mr. Kelly as a valuable 
ally. They look to him to become their power- 
ful supporter in New-York City, and talk 
of Mr. Kelly as a Democrat whose constant 
aim it is to discover some pretext upon 
which he can continue a Republican Presi- 
dent in power by the continuation of his 
own political supremacy. With this belief, 
the Biaine men are hoping that Cleveland will 
be nominated, as they feel quitesure that Mr. 
Kelly’s allegiance to the National Democratic

A DISGRACEFUL CONTEST. 
CONTESTING DELEGATIONS ELECTED FROM 
THE FIRST DISTRICT OF MONROE, 
ROCHESTER, June 13.—The so-called First 
Assembly District Democratic Convention, 
which has just closed its session in the City Hall 
to-night, was the most disorderly affair ever held 
in this city. At the Democratic primaries for 
delegates to this convention the anti-Cleveland 
party secured eight wards and Cleveland eight, 
with four contesting delegations. When the 
hour arrived for holding the convention this 
evening the seats reserved for delegates were 
surrounded with ropes and wires to keep out- 
siders at a distance. Peter Sheridan, Chairman 
of the City Central Committee. called the meet- 


ing to order, advised the delegates to behave in 
an orderly manner, and nominated Judge W. C. 
Rowley, a prominent anti-Cleveland man, for 
Chairman. John Rampfe nominated the Hon. 
George Raines, a Cleveland man, for Chairman, 
and, not being recognized by Sheridan, put the 
vote and declared Raines elected. Rowley was 
declared elected by Sheridan. Both Rowley and 
Raines went up on the platform, shook hands, 
and then each, as Chairman of the convention, 
called the meeting to order. Then followed a 
scene which in noise, profanity, and scandalous 
conduct generally has never been equaled in 
this city. Different Secretaries and tellers 
were nominated and declared elected by 
both Chairmen amidj the wildest confusion. 
Both Chairmen endeavored to speak, and 
were hissed down by each other’s supporters. 
Then followed the farce of roil-calling for dele- 
gates to the State Convention by both sets of 
Secretaries, it being impossible to hear a single 
reply in the general confusion. Cries of * Put 
out Rowley,” “Carry Raines off the stage,” * Shut 
up,” and similar ejaculations were shouted. 
During the confusion there were numerous 
hand-to-hand encounters among drunken dele- 
gates, and there were scores‘of black eyes and 
bloody noses on all sides. Various delegates ex- 
pressed their opinions and emphasized them in 
each instance with their fists. This thing 
continued for an hour and a half, no valid 
business being transacted. Then there was a con- 
sultation between the leaders, the result of 
which was a recommendation that Rowley con- 
duct his convention, and after he had finished 
Raines should conduct his. This, however, the 
delegates refused to submit to, and another hour 
was passea in fighting among the delegates, ar- 
guing among the leaders, and general disturb- 
ance and confusion among the outsiders, Finally 
the Raines Secretaries called the roll of the con- 
vention and Haines declared the following dele- 
gates elected, by a large majority, to the State 
Convention: George Raines, George Rosenberg, 
and Thomas ©. P. Duffy, all strong Cleveland 
men. Chairman Raines then declared the con- 
vention adjourned, and left the hall with over 
half the delegates, amid hisses and curses 
from the Purcell and anti-Cleveland faction. 
In the meantime Chairman Rowley continued 
ealling the roll of the convention with his Secre- 
turies, and soon after the exodus of the opposi- 
tion declared the following delegates elected by 
a majority of 65 votes: The Hon. William Pur- 
cell, E. B. Chace, and J. W. Rosenthal), all of 
them most out-spoken anti-Cleveland men and 
warm supporters of Flower.

THE CONVENTION HALL. 
MAKING PLANS TO ENLARGE THE SEATING 
CAPACITY BY 1,200, 

CuIcaGco, June 13.—It has been definitely 
decided to increase the capacity of the Conven- 
tion Ha]! tor the National Democratic Conven- 
tion by onby about 1,200 seats, instead of 3,000 or 
4,000, as at first contemplated. The local sub- 
Committee on Hall, of which Frank G. Hoyne is 
Chairman, met atthe Exposition Building tnis 
afternoon to confer with Architect Adler 
relative to the proposed changes. In addi- 
tion to the local sub-committee, there were 
present National Committeeman W. C. Goudy, 


Potter Palmer, of the Finance Committee; 
Chairman Donnersberger, of the original hall 
committee; R. J. Bright, of Indianapolis, who 
is to be Sergeant-at-Arms, and Mr. Summers, of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company. 
Mr. Adler had prepared two plans to sub- 
mit to the committee, either one of which would 
increase the capacity of the hall by about 1,200 
seats. The sub-committee finally decided to 
report in favor of the “side plan,” which pro- 
vides for the removal of the platform to the 
west side of the hall under the gallery and 
a few feet north of the centre, removing 
allthe boxes and filling the space with chairs 
and lengthening the hall at the north end, add- 
ing four more entrances. By this arrangement 
the press space cannot be madea thoroughfare, as 
it was during the Republican Convention. The 
cost of the alterations will be about $3,000. It 
has been decided by the Finance Committee to 
raise $25,000, each $25 of which will entitle the 
subscriber to a ticket. The proposed change 
will be submitted to the Committee of the 
Whole, which meets at the Palmer House to- 
morrow afternoon.

WHAT CONGRESS IS DOING. 


THE LONGEST BILL OF THE SESSION. 
WASHINGTON, June 13,—One of the longest 
bills of the session was passed by the Sen- 
ate to-day without debate. It was the 
measure which recently passed the House 
of Representatives to provide for the 
payment of certain claims allowe! by 
the appropria- 
tion or destruction of property of loyal citizens 
by the Union Army or Navy during the late 
war, or tor damage done to such property. 
The claims filed under the law of 1864 relating 
to such cases number 453,505, the amount 
asked for being $38,084,006 55. Of these 20,- 
115 claims, aggregating §'*,061,416 05, were 
rejected. The Quartermaster-General reported 
in February last that %.770 claims were still 
undisposed of. The bill just passed provides for 
the payment of several hundred claima of 
citizens of Tennessee, Kentucky, West Vir—inia, 
Indiana, Obio, Maryiand, District of Columbia, 
Colorado, Hiinois, Indian Territory, Iowa, and 
Kansas ranging in amount trom less than $3 up to 
more than $2,000. The list fills 103 pages of the 
bill, and its reading in the Senate occupied two 
hours. The total sum appropriated by the bill is 

$220,170 84.

REJECTING THE TRADE-MARK TREATY. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations has agreed to make an adverse report 
upon the proposed treaty for the protection 
of industrial property, which was _ pre- 
pared at the Industrial Conference held 
in Paris in March, 1883. It was proposed 


by that conference to form an international 
union of Governments who should agree to a 
treaty to settle and protect the rights of in- 
ventors and owner of trade marks by giv- 
ing them egual rights in all countries 
members of the union. This treaty has been 
before the Foreign Kelations Committee for 
several months, It was opposed before the com- 
mittee by the Commissioner of Patents, and the 
genera! ground upon which the adverse report 
$s based is the Commissioner’s statement that 
the principles embodied in the document 
are not at all in accord with those that obtain in 
the United States.

SLAVE KING SULTAN ZEBEHR. 
From the London World, 

In arambling, dusty, dilapidated house 
in the dustiest and most erratic suburb of Cairo 
dwells the ex-‘slave king,’’ who is justly re- 
garded as being, next to the shifty Nubar, the 
cleverest man in Egypt. In Darfur and Babr 
Gazl Zebehr’s palaces boasted a splendor and a 
luxury worthy of a Persian satrap of old; in the 
dingy apartments of the barn-like dwelling on 
the Ismailiyeh Canal, the damask curtains hang 
in half-rent folds of faded tawdry yellow, and the 
plaster flakes off, showing the raw red bricks. 
All day long the warm languid breeze rustles fit- 
fully among the sugar-canes, out of whose green 


expanse la maison Zebehr emerges grimy white; 
all day long, and all the night, the thick siumy 
pase. oozing up from the canal, steams and 
ubbles 60 feet below at the sharp corner round 
which you drive to Zebehr’s domicile, and at 
which, if your pace is fast, you stand in im- 
minent peril of a_ precipitous break-neck 
fall. Except for the hubbub of voices 
of negro siaves—of whom there are 
scores apparently, and who, we regret to say, are 
not clothed after the tashion of their country, 
but after the inappropriate style of Moses & Son 
—and the constant ingress and egress of visitors, 
Zebehr’s mansion might be pronounced a fitting 
penitentiary for Marianna of the Moated Grange. 
And except, should be added, for the strident 
voice of Zetehr himself, which issues ever and 
anon from the inner penetralia, indicating that 
the ex-“siave king” is hotly laying down the law 
—almost to a certainty on the Soudan question— 
to a circle of silent and admiring listeners, It is 
impossible not to entertain a real liking for Ze- 
behr. He is the politest and most genial of hosts. 
There isa freshness anda trankness about him 
which contrast with the manner of the used-up 
generation of Cairo Pashas. He isa ready, elo- 
quent, and forciblespeaker. He is never tedious 
except when he starts off, with the bit between 
his teeth, on the subject of his pedigree. Then 
he begins with his great progenitor, Abbus, 
the nephew of the Prophet; and with a com- 
i na smile on his large lips and a rythmic 
swaying of his body, he will repeat, in a sing- 
song chant and in the genealogical style of a 
chapter of the Old Testament, the names of all 
his subsequeut ancestors in exact order, from 
father to son, with all their guttural patronym- 
ies, to the eleventh century, when the Abbasides 
migrated from Arabia into the Soudan. With 
some tact his hearer may escape Zebchr’s enum- 
eration for the next 600 years. The descendant 
of Abbasis proud of his connection with the 
Prophet. He is a pure Arab, which the ** nigger” 
Messiah in Kordotan cannot pretend to be. In 
truth, Zebehr would not be altogether dis- 
leased if you should suggest tohim that he 
might do worse than run against Mahomet 
Achmet for the Mahdiship. But Zebehr has 
lately become the object of new suspicions, and 
some people are keeping their eye upon him.

SCHNEIDER WINS HER SUIT. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Standard. 
Mme. Schneider, the once famous inter- 
preter ot the Grande Duchesse de Gérolstein, has 
been victorious in her legal disputes with her 
husband, M. Bionne. He had obtained from a 
Florence tribunal a decree of separation from 
his wife, together with an order that she 


should make him an allowance of 300f. a month. 
Decisions of most foreign tribunals are subject 
to judicial examination and ratification in 
France beforea French court will give its exe- 
quatur. it seems, however, that owing to a 
special treaty this is not necessary in the case 
ot an Italian tribunal. Mme. Schneider's 
only resource, consequently, was to plead 
the incompetency of the Italian tribunal, and 
the door was opened tor her doing so by the 
doubt as to her hushand’s nationality. He 
claimed to be an Italian subject, and was, in fact, 
born in Naples, but of French: parents. Al- 
though he has lived most of his life in Italy, it 
was shown that ke had discharged military serv- 
ice as a French subject. The Paris Court of 
Appeal, therefore, has decided that M. Bionne 
isa Frenchman, and not an Italian, and there- 
fore, that the Fiorence tribunal was incompe- 
tent to pronounce the ra geese in question. If 
he established his Italian nationality his wife 
would have been likewise Italian, and he would, 
it seems, have been entitled, under the Italian 
law, to a considerable portion of her property at 
her death. Hence the anxiety of the lady to in- 
validate the decision of the Florence tribunal.

HE AND SECRETARY LINCOLN REACH WEST 
POINT AT MIDNIGHT. 

West Pornt, N, Y., June 13,—The crowds 
of handsome women who came bere purposely 
to attend the graduating class ball vanished 
with the night. When the cadets marched out 
in the new white suits for a skirmish drill this 
morning, the pluce was almost deserted. After 
chasing imaginary enemies over the plain for an 
hour, climbing grassy ramparts and capturing 
torts famed in history, the corps loitered round 
the barracks and waited to greet President 
Arthur, The permanent guests were superseded 
by a transitory crowd who came by rail, boat, 
and wagon simply to sce the Nation's chief.

CARDINALS 


Rome Dispatch to the London Times. 
There have never been so many vacancies 
in the College of Cardinals since 1877 as there are 
at the present moment. The number of vacant 
hats is no fewer than 15, without counting that 
which is waiting for the unknown prelate who 
has been reserved in petto since December, 1880, 
It was expected that a Consistory would be held 
in the course of next month to fillsome of these 
vacancies, and satisfy a few, at any rate, of those 
aged dignitaries who think they have waited 
long enough for the ecclesiastical purple. More- 
over, the diminished number of Cardinals resi- 
dent in Curid is a cause of some inconven- 
ience to the Vatican; but difficulties exist 
with reference to the four French hats 
vacant, the intiuence of France in the Sacred 
College being now reduced from the customary 
seven tothree. It isa question of money, how- 
ever, rather than of men. The French Govern- 
ment bas asked for hats for Mgr. Place, 
Archbishop of Rennes, and Mgr. Bernardou, 
Archbishop of Sens, and there is some talk of 
Mer. Langenieux, Archbishop of Rheims. Leo 
XILL views these nominations with ail favor; 
but last year the article in the French budget 
was suppressed which granted an extraordinary 
allowance over and above the incomes derived 
from their sees to those Bishops and Archbishops 
who were made what is termed national 
Cardinals—tbhat is, Cardinals occupying resi- 
dential sees in the country. It follows, as a 
matter of course, that P -sraw sogl elevated to that 
rank acquire increased lgnity and influence, in- 
volving increased expenditure, and additional 
means are therefore ponte to enable them 
roperly to support their high position. The 
2ope cannot atford to supply them, and he is 
very justly of opinion that if France desires to 
have Cardinals she should pay for them, as the 
other Catholic powers do. On this point nego- 
tiations are going forward, and while they are 
pending the Pope is unwilling to put an appar- 
ent slight on France by making a batch of Car- 
dinals without including the Archbishops of Sens 
and Rennes in the number. It was for that self- 
same nthat he created only two Cardinals 
at the Consistory he!d on March 24, 
in the meantime, | may mention that at the 
next Consistory, whenever it may be held, red 
hats will be conferred upon Mgr. Gangibauer, 
Archbishop of Vienna; Mgr. Laurenzi, Assessor 
of the Holy Office; Mer. Masotti, Secretary of 
the Congregation of Bishops and Reguiars; Mer. 
Gori, Secretary of the Consistorial Congrega- 
tion,und on a Spanish Bishop. The names also 
are mentioned of Mgr. Theodoli, Majordomo of 
his Holiness; Mgr. Strossmayer, Bishop of 
Bosnia; Mgr. Aloisi Masella, ex-Nunclo of Portu- 
al; Mgr. Capecelatro, Bishop of Capua, and Mgr. 
tattaglini, Archbishop of Bologna, whose flock 
have petitioned his Holiness for a red hat for 
him. There is, however, a good deal of oppo- 
sition at the Vatican against the purple being 
given to Mars. Cupecelatro and Battaglini, and as 
regards Mgr, Aloisi Maseila, be left his post at the 
Portuguese Court against Leo XIII.’s wish, and 
it was understood that the Pone bad cetermined 
not toconfer upon him the red hat that King 
Luis had requested for him until the regulation 
pees of six years, of which half hasstill to run, 
ad expired. As regards the nominations gener- 
ally, and excepting, of course, those I have first 
named, it is thought that the Pope is wavering 
and waiting to see how political events may turn 
before deciding whether to choose prelates of 
violent or moderate views.

THE CURIUM TREASURES. 
To the Edttor af the New-York Times: 

The investigation suggested by Mr. New- 
ton on the part of the American archeologists 
as to the date of the articles forming the treas- 
ure of Curium is made particularly important 
by the allegation of Mr. Richter as to the au- 
thenticity of the find. I make no pretension to 
be an authority on antique goldsmiths’ work, 
though I have seen a good deal and purchased 
many pieces found in similar circumstances to 
those in which Cypriote jewelry generally is 
found, i. ¢., in the excavating of tombs in the 
Greek islands, and I know the general character 


of Greek work of the epochs included in the 
Curium collection tolerably well. 1 have since 
the publication of your article on the Cesnola- 
Richter controversy examined the entire collec- 
tion of jewelry in the museum as carefully as 
practicable in the cases, and while it is very 
difficult in most instances to speak with definite- 
ness without a close examination, on acvount of 
the maas of very close counterteits offered in all 
the Eastern cities, and even at the places where 
examinations were going on, there are certain 
conclusions with regard to which I have very 
little doubt. Firstly, the most of the objects in 
the collection are of the quality regarded as 
funeral ornaments, slight in construction as 
mere films of gold or bronze forms, which, es- 
pecially the fragile articles of pure guld, mere 
films, so thin as to be utterly unwearable, are 
believed to have been made merely for the deco- 
ration of the dead. and only to be found in 
tombs. The presence of these in a temple 
treasury, in which offerings of value were to be 
kept, as in a bank saie, is most unlikely. I think 
that any experienced archeologist would decide 
that a large prepectice of these objects were 
found in tombs. 

The genuineness of the particular articles is 
Only possible to determine by close, and in some 
case: microscopic, examination,which, of course, 
I was unable to make. I do not he-itate, how- 
ever, tu say with reference to the majority of 
the objects that they appear to me quite genu- 
ine, but distributed over a much wider range of 
time of production even than Mr. Newton has 
supposed. There are articles which seem to me 
unmistakably Byzantine; for example, the 
ornaments numbered 365 in the cases, some 
even ‘ate Byzantine or barbaric, conjectur- 
ally of the fifth to the eighth century A. D., 
for instance Nos. 278 to 282, though these 
may be barbaric and early, but not of 
Cypriote or Greek oe: Ip one instance a 
pornos of the peculiar enamel remaining 
n the gold setting marks the article as Byzan- 
tine, though the form is good, but not of any 
recognizable antique style. A finger-ring seems 
to be Norman. I have seen similar ones, at any 
rate, found in Sicily, but never in the islands of 
the archipelago. No. 597, a gold coin, is dis- 
tinctly a counterfeit, apparently quite modern. 
The series of turtles—Nos. 740 to 753—are most 
certainly not. Greek, and I feel confident not 
antique, but I do not recognize the manufact- 
ure, An English archeological triend who visited 
the collection with me says that they are tribe 
emblems from one of theisiandsof the Indian 
Ocean. They ought to be submitted to Mr. 
Franks, of the British Museum, for prancing. 
No. 729, a necklace of cut cornelian, would 
ne unique if antique, as we have no 
instance, so far as I know, of the 
cutting of stones in facets as these are cut in 
ony antique work. They seem to me medieval. 
I have purchased in the archipelago beads of 
workmanship similar to those numbered 449, and 
believed by the peasants who offered them to me 
to be antique, though they were roy early 
Yenetian, and only worth their weight in gold 
when of fine gold, which bee are not always. I 
could point out other articles which appear to 
me Venetian, but which, without a close exam- 
ination, I should not like to be positive about. 
No. 798, the carvings of modern pattern, are most 
certainly quite recent and machine-made, with 
a modern form of binge absolutely unknown even 
in medieval work. How Col. Cesnola could have 
been deceived by these I cannot see, for they are 
base gold as well as machine-made, which an- 
—— jewelry never is. 

The Museum, unfortunately, has never ‘pub- 
lished any catalogue of the jewelry, though it is 
numbered for one, and this makes it quite pos- 
sib:e that some of the articles I allude to were 
picked up in out-of-the-way places. and are nota 
part of the Curium collection, but they are dis- 
tributed pretty generally through the cases, and 
if they are not included in that collection it is 
quite epeueee to say what it comprises. A 
great deal of the genuine jewelry is not to be dis- 
tinguished from that found in the Cretan tombs 
of the Roman epoch, and found even with coin 
as Jate as those of Philip the Arabian, 244 A. D. 

The general character of the collection as now 
exhibited appears to bear out the assertion of 
Mr. Richter that it was collected from tombs 
and various sources, but until] the Museum shall 
separate entirely the articles alleged to be found 
in the temple vaults from all others it is quite 
impossible to say more than that Col. Cesnola was 
no judge of antique jewelry—otherwise he would 
not have purchased some of these as antique.

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WINE DRINKING ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

Key West, Fla., June 13.—Recio, a col- 
ored Cuban, who was convicted of murder at the 
last term of the State Circuit Court, was exec- 
uted to-day at 12 o’clock. The murdered man 
was alsoa Cuban. It was a most cold-blooded 
crime, and originated in a gambling quarrel.

EXERCISES AT THE OPENING OF COMMENOE- 
MENT WEEK. 

PROVIDENCE, June 13.—The day which is 
distinctively the occasion of Commencement 
Week was celebrated here to-day with great brill- 
iancy on the part of the Class of ’84. The sky 
was more or less overcast during the day, wit a 
growing tendency to clearing.

The President of the class, 
Arthur A. Gammell, of Providence, delivered 
an address of weluome, Then the class orator 
W.J. Cloues, of Charlestown, Mass., delivered 
his oration on the subject of “Heroism in 
American Character.” He drew examples of its 
sterling mages Bote the carly Piigrims and their 
successors, the,men of the Revolution, the heroes 
of anti-slavery days—“ Brown. the martyr, Phil- 
lips, the orator, Sumner, the statesman, Garrison, 
the journalist—and lastly from the civil war and 
the heroism of the sous of Brown. Inthe cultiva- 
tion of national pride and in the study of 
American history—‘‘a molder of national tite"— 
the orator found a remedy for sectional iealous- 
jes, party differences, and State rivalries.” in 
the concluding address to his classmates the 
speaker urged them to heed these historic lessons, 
and declared that “the typical American is he 
who embodies the spirit of his fathers in accord- 
ance with the demands of hist ue.” The orator 
was followed by the class poe., G. C. Gow, of 
Brattleboro, Vt., on the attractive theme of 
“The Flower of Cordova,” a pretty, artistic 
picture, displayed in Spenserian stanza and in- 
terludes, of the old University of Cordova, and 
timely allusions to this of Brown. The exer- 
cises were interspersed with pleasant selections 
by the famed American Band, which gave a de- 
lightful concert berore the exercises in the after- 
noon.

President Robinson was the 
last speaker, and delivered a genial, hearty, and 
congratulatory address to the audience scattered

pus, the buildings blazed with illuminations and 
special pieces, and the crowds of promenaders 
enjoyed the popular airs, marches, and selections 
of the American Band. In Sayles Memorial Hall 
there were still brighter festivities. The 1,500 
invitations to the class spread had brought the 
élite of Providence and'other cities to honor the 
occasion. The exquisite strains of the orchestra 
floated along the hall, and the companies of 
merry dancers and joyous promenaders enjoyed 
themselves until the last waltz died away to the 
familiar air of “ Home, Sweet Home,” and the 
ball broke un to watch the undergraduates form 
in classes and escort the Seniors to their class 
supper.

MEETINGS IN RAHWAY AND THIS CITY— 
RECEPTION TO JOHN D. LAWSON, 

About 60 Republicans of Rahway, N. J., 
met at Osburn’s Hall, over the Post Office, last 
night, to ratify the Chicago nominations. Sen- 
ator Vail presided. In taking the chair he said 
it was the duty of every man who called himself 
a Republican to support Blaine and Logan.

Lut 
when a Democratic nomination was made it 
would not be Slaine against Edmunds or any 
other Republican, but Biaine against a Demo- 
crat. Then all would wheel into line. “I don't 
know of but one kicker in this town,” said Mr. 
U. M. Osburn to the Chair. ‘ He is a Coroner, 
and the only corpse he’ll have to sit on will be 
his own.” 

The Twenty-first Assembly District Republic- 
an Club met last evening in Morton Hall, No. 8 
Kast Fitty-ninth-street. After calling the meet- 
ing to order the President, Charles H. Knox, said 
that he felt it his duty to congratulate the club 
on the nominations made at Chicago. He eulo- 
gized Mr. Biaine as the most attractive candidate 
since Henry Clay, and declared that he would be 
triumphantly elected, Col. Ethan Allen offered 
resolutions ratifying the nomination. He said 
that the criticism of Mr, Blaine’s character was 
notas great asthat of Washington's.

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MR. MERRICK’S TESTIMONY 

ee 

THE CONDUCT OF THE STAR ROUTE 

TRIALS. 

THE WITNESS DECLINES TO EXPRESS OPIN- 
IONS—-THE DORSEY-BRADY OASE—SUR- 
PRISE CAUSED BY THE VERDICT. 

WasuHineTon, June 13.—The Hon. Rich- 
ard T. Merrick, of “Government counsel in the 
star route prosecutions, was examined to-day by 
the committee investigating the trial of those 
cases. Messrs. Ker and Bliss were present. 
Throughout his testimony Mr. Merrick confined 
himself to facts and declined td express opinions. 
He said: “When I came into this case I found 
that the atmosphere was filled with suspicion. 
We had at the department a list of indi- 
viduals in Congress who were supposed to 
have had more or less connection with 
these transactions. I found that such 
was the condition of the public mind that 
whenever a name was mentioned in connection 
with these matters, the mero mention was at 
once construed to express a suspicion, and the 
mere suspicion soon grew into serious accusa- 
tion. Therefore, I directed that no man’s name 
should be mentioned in connection with these 
matters unless we had evidence to indict, be- 
cause I was determined that that office and the 
agencies of the Department of Justice should 
not be made the instruments of originating or 
circulating calumnies. The public ntind is still 
sensitive on this subject, and the mere mention 
of a name, though the man be as innocent as the 
unfallen snow, might do harm or wrong some- 
where.” 

Mr. Merrick then reviewed his connection with 
the first trial. Ne said that Mr. Ker prepared 
the indictments; that Mr. Bliss presented evi- 
dence to the Grand Jury, and that he himself 


was on hand to be consulted whenever it might 
be necessary. His duty was to represent the 
Attorney-General. 

Q.—Why was the Dorsey case selected? A.— 
The evidence in that case, in my judgment, was 
all that a reasonable man would require to con- 
vict. It would have been a most extraordinary 
case to which I would have given preference. 
1 have seldom had a case to try in court the evi- 
dence of which was more satisfactory. 

Q.—What was the value of Walsh's testimony ? 
A.—His testimony assumed a degree of impor- 
tance beyond that to which it was entitled as a 
mere matter of jaw. Up tothe time of the in- 
trodwetion of Walsh on the stand the Judge 
seemed to regard the case as quite insufficient, 
and it was partly demoraiized. His testimony 
met the public inquiry, What has Brady to do 
with the case? It showed his uniform practice 
of charging for expediting. 

Q.—How did you overlook Walsh's testimony 
up to thistime? A.—I don’t know as I was fully 
informed about what Walsh could tell. I think 
Mr. Woodward first told me of it. After I learned 
the purport of the evidence I bad a consultation 
with Col. Bliss as to its admissibility. We con- 
cluded that it was proper, and I said Walsh must 
be produced. Aiter some time I met Walsh and 
told him that I wanted him to testify in the 
Dorsey-Brady case. He said he would not 
testify in that case at ail. He com- 
plained that he had been badly treated. 
that he had testified before the Grand 
Jury in reference to Kellogg.-and _ that« 
Bliss had cast reflections upon him. He gave me 
an account of his testimony before the Grand 
Jury, and designated Bliss, whether justly or un- 
justly I do not know, as influencing the Grand 
Jury to disregard his evidence. His testimony 
in reterence to Kellogg was the first that I had 
heard. I then may have spoken harshly of Col. 
Bliss. I was excited, and felt if what Walsh said 
was true a great criminal had been allowed to 
escape. I told Walsh that he should be fairly 
treated and vindicated. He agreed then to testi- 
fy in the Dorsey-Brady case. 

.—~Why was there a failure on the part of the 
jury to convict in the first trial? A.—A verdict 
was rendered finding Miner and Rerdell guilty 
and disagreeing as to the other defendants. 
These parties were tried for a conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Government of the Uni States. The 
court instructed the jury to consider the proof 
bearing upon the subject of conspiracy and, first 
determine whether or not there was a con- 
spiracy; and, second, find who were init. The 
finding against Kerdell and Miner was recessarily 
predicated upon the finding of the existence of a 
conspiracy. The evidence showed that they had 
no direct relation with each other: that they 
were subordinate to Dorsey and others. The jury 
found the subordinates guilty as having con- 
spired, but could not agree as to principals, and 
yet that jury was remarkably intelligent. 

“They had more brains than virtue,” inter- 
posed Mr. Van Alstyne. 

“ Gentiemen, draw your own inference.” 

Mr. Merrick continued: “I thought the ver- 
dict wasa disgrace, and was determined to get 
rid of it, and succeeded. I was greatly surprised 
atit,and if you had heard my vernacular just 
then you would have thought thatI was sur-

Q.—How did it happen that you used Rerdell 
as a witness in the second trial? A.—I exam- 
ined Rerdell's affidavits with care and found 
they contained a great deal of important infor- 
mation. The determination to let him become a 
witness was not reached till the evening before 
he came on the stand. We had the worst jury I 
ever saw summoned. I never saw sucha baa 
jury—bad in every respect. There were some 
men on that jury who could not read or write. 
The law compelled us to take men who had not 
formed an opinion on the case. Nearly every 
intelligent man had formed an opinion. I had 
the evidence of the previous trial, but thought 
that with such a jury I needed such testimony as 
Rerdell could give. 

The witness referred to letters alleged to have 
been sent by Dorsey to Mr. Bosler relative to 
the interest of the defendants in the star routes 
and the percentage of profits accruing there- 
from. One letter was said to have been written 
by Rerdell and signed by Dorsey. A letter-press 
copy came into the possession of the Govern- 
ment counsel, Mr. Bosler was subpoenaed to ap- 

ear as a witness to testify that he had received 
the original letter. He was detained in Wash- 
ington, and while waiting to be called tothe 
stand Mr. Merrick said he was approached by an 
individual, who asked that Rerdell be relieved 
from the subpena. Mr. Merrick replied that all 
he desired was the jetter, and if that could be 
obtained he was willing to excuse the witness. 
An effort was made by several members of the 
committee to get Mr. Merrick to tell who the 
individual was that asked for Bosler's discharge 
asa witness. He refused, however, todoso, In 
reference to the books of Mr. Bosler, which the 
counsel for the ——— decided to examine, 
Mr. Merrick said objection was made to his look- 
ing at them, because they contained an account 
of political assessments. 

“Yes, they did contain political assessments,” 
interrupted Col. Bliss. 

Mr. Merrick, continuing, said that Col. Bliss 
was allowed to look at them. Mr. Merrick said 
he received about $37,000 or $38,000 for his serv- 
ices, which ended in March of this year. He was 
not allowed anything for expenses. 

When the committee adjourned, Mr. Merrick 
was testifying relative to the efforts to indict 
Kellogg before his case should be barred by the 
Statute of Limitations. He said that Col. Bliss 
asked the court to reconvene the Grand Jury 
that the case might be presented; that the jury 
was reconvened; that Col. Bliss appeared before 
it with Walsh, and that the jury refused to in- 
dict nanoee. 

Mr. Merrick will continue his testimony to- 
morrow.

THE MIDDLETONS’ FAILURE. 
WASHINGTON, June 13.—The Star says: 
“Since ‘the appointment of a committee yester- 
day on behalf of the creditors of the late bank- 
ing firm of Middieton & Co., and the evidence 
submitted by Mr. Dichman, of the firm of Dich- 
man &Co., No. 30 Wall-street, New-York, (for- 
merly Middleton, Dichman & Co.,) the disclosures 
show the failure not only to be one of the moat 
disgraceful, but one of the most disastrous on 
record. Property left for safe-keeping, good 
margins on stocks, charity funds, all of the de- 
posits, and, in fact, everything, bave been swept 


away and used by this firm, until itis doubtful 
if it pays a cent or even a mill on the dollar. It 
is shown tbat they have been given tunds to 
make parmanes. which they have simply passed 
to their own credit and epent. The New-York 
house produced to the creditors to-day the 
original let-ers from Middleton & Co. proving 
this fact in several instances beyond all question. 
In the language of Mr. Dichman: “ Wesley 
Middieton has probably kept two-thirds ot the 
accounts in his head.” This explains possibly 
the “ misery in his head,” of which he has com- 
plained so much lately. To the reporter ofa 
morning paper he insists that the statement of 
Mr. Dichman does him “ great injustice, and that 
the books will come out all right.” The answer 
to this is that the Middietons seem to have known 
little or nothing of their books, for they are in 
Mr. Green, the bookkeeper 
says that the books have

MR. CORBIN’S STEAM-SHIP LINE. 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The House Com- 
mittee on Commerce to-day agreed to report 
favorably the biil introduced by Representative 
Adams, of New-York, to authorize the registra- 
tion of certain steam-ships as vessels of the Unit- 
ed States. It provides that all vessels owned or 
hereafter owned by the American Express Steam- 
ship Company shall be entitied to registry as ves- 
sels of the United States, whether built in 


this country or elsewhere, upon compliance 
with the registration laws. It is pro- 
vided, however, that no vessei of for- 
eign construction, built or purchased by the 
company, shall be entitled to registry unless 
it hasa speed of at least 18 knots per hour nor 
having less than 7,000 nominal horse-power, nor 
which costs less than $1,250,000, nor until it has 
been inspected by a United States naval oflicer 
and certified to as being a first class steam-ship 
for passenger tratlic between the Unite ‘‘ates 
and Great Britain; nor shall any vessel be .egis- 
tered under this act until the company shall 
have applied for the registry of at least five ves- 
sels having the qualifications heretofore men- 
tioned. It is further provided that the United 
States shall have the right at any time to pur- 
chase any of the vessels of the company at cost 
or ata fair valuation, to be determined by arbi- 
tration.

D. G. McRitchie has been detached from the Speed- 
well, 14th inst., and placed on the retired list. 
Rear-Admiral John Lee Davis, commanding the 
Asiatic squadron, reports, under date of Hong Kong, 
May 6, that the Enterprise arrived at Canton on April 
17, with Minister Young on board, and the next day 
Mr. Young, accompanied by his Pyirate secretary and 
the United States Consul, and Admiral Davis, accom- 
panied by his persona! staff, called upon Viceroy Chang, 
and were cordially received and entertained.

WASHINGTON, June 18, 1884. 
The Court of Commissioners of Alabama Claims

A telegram received at the Post Office Depart-

Adverse action was 
taken on the proposed accession of the United States 
to an international convention of industrial properties, 
signed at Paris in 1883. The last named is better 
known as the patent rights treaty. It was not ap- 
proved = the Patent Office authorities. and was re- 

rted adversely 4 the Senate Committee on Foreign 

elations. It was heid that its ratification would cause 
radical changes in the American system of patent laws, 
and would confer no adequate benefitsin return. The 
benetits ee to patentees by the ratification by 
countries where the system of patent laws was less 
liberal were considerable, but they already enjoyed, it 
was said, equivalent advantages under the American 
patent laws. Twenty-four Governments have ratified 
and promulgated the treaty thus rejected by the Senate.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Cricaao. June 13.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were again quiet to-day, little being done except 
in Wheat; but the feeling was steadier, with a little 
more strength in Grain due partly to the fact of smaller 
receipts. ‘This led some to belleve that the June deliv- 
eries are nearly all in, and more talk about an export 
movement helped to strength. The trading was again 
mostly local. The fine crop weather throughout the West 
is promising well for the small grain, and several heads 
are at work on the old conundrum: “ How many miles 
per day does the reaper travel northward at this sea- 


son?” Yet news of rust In the wheat fields of the South 
furnished room for another question: “Can a 
beginning make a good ending?” Provisions were 
quiet avd easier, though the local hog market was 
quoted firmer. There was a fair trade early in 
Ribs at $855 tor August, with some at $8 4234 
for July, which were the latest prices of yesterday, 
but the market fell off 5c. later, and closed tame, 
though a very good shipping demand for meats was re- 
ported. Lard was dull and steudy, except that near 1 
o’clock rather large quantities were changed from 
July to August at l5c. difference; it closed unchanged 
at 25 for August. Pork was very dull, and 
elined§ 15¢c.. to $19 70 for July or August, 
with October at $19 20@$19 25, and the year at 
$13 70@313 80, ull closing at about the inside prices 
ofthe day. Flour was dull and easier, in sympathy 
with the recent weakness in Wheat. and partly because 
it is known that new stock will soon be on the market. 
rhe coarse Millstutts are firm. Wheat was moderately 
active and averaged stronger. It sold Up ics to 584¢c. 
for July, fell off to 87i¢c., improved to 883<c. bid, then 
declined (in the afternoon) to 87c., and closed at 
5S8hée. bid. August ranged at Lge. premium, and June 
at lige. discount. Cash lots of No. 2 Spring sold at 
8646c.@86%{c.; No. 3 do was quoted at 74c.@77c., and No. 
2 Red at ¥2c. Other grades in store were unmentioned. 
Foreign cables were rather weak, which caused early 
selling by the New-York brokers. The news came that 
heavy rain tn California was doing great damage to the 
crops, While Primes's report gave a decrease of 1 per 
cent. on the prospect as based on returns from 1,27 
Winter Wheat points. This started a wave of buyin 
when firmer cable news was received. It fell bac 
when parties were said to have made ineffectual at- 
tempts to secure vessel room on a big lot of Wheat and 
improved only to the receipt of some ouying orders 
from the outside, with reports of a good export demand 
= Milwaukee, which some peopie professed to disbe- 
eve. 

The chief feature of the day seemed to bea good 
deal of quiet buying by parties who reasoned that 
prices have already sunk rather low, and the new crop 
isfar from being assured yet, while sellers were as- 
sured by reports from St. Louis that the weather in the 
South-west was fine and prospects. magnificent, 
with the promise of new Wheat on the market 
next week. September was mostly in demand by 
those who feared for tne new crop; it ranged }¢c.@\c. 
above August, and closed tirm at 89%¢c. bid. Later, 
July was quoted at 883¢c. Corn was ulet 
and firmer. It advanced c. early, to 
for July, fell back to iéc., and advanc 
to 66c., closing with sellers at that figure, 
August ranged at 1c,@l¥c. premium and June at Ic.@ 
lige. discount. Cash No. 2 sold at 543¢c.@545¢c., new 
Mixed at 5lc., and rejected at 45%{c.@46}4c.. all in 
store. Sample lots were about ke higher on 
good graaes, being in smaller supply. liverpool 
was quoted stronger, and our receipts were less 
than 800 car-loads, while it was reported that 
a lending firm was picking up about all the cash Corn 
(No. 2) on the market and trying to arrange for ship- 
ment. ‘There was also more buying for July, the 
shorts for next month, of which there are a good many 
out yet, becoming afraid to remain out with the pros- 

ect of a further reduction in our stocks of the specu. 
ative grades. There was not much doing in futures, 
however, except as Wheat men came in to buy a little 
on the strong turns in that market, making one a de- 
pendency of the other.

CATTLE IN CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, June 13.—Of Cattle, for fair to good 
light and medium weights, there was a fairly active 
demand to-day, and the market for that class devel- 
oped slightly increased firmness. The offerings an- 
swering to that description comprised only a small 
proportion of the total supply and by noou all bad been 
taken, the bulk of them at a small advance on yester- 
days figures. Other grades of shipping Cattle did not 
fare so well. Perhaps the class. receiving 
the least attention and selling at relatively 
the meanest prices was choice heavy Cat- 
tie drovers avernging from 1,400 to 1,600 bh. 
Only afew export orders were here, and holders were 
obliged to shade prices in order to close out. Another 
class that was under neglect and weak was rough grasa 
Cettle. Decided as hus been the recent decline in that 
description of stock, noone seems to want them, and 
each succeeding day sees them selling a little 
cheaper than before, ‘lhe range of to-day’s sales 
was $5@$7. The outside figure was paid for 
42 extra Steers averaging 1,482 ®. They were 
bought for na New-York butcher. Most of the 
trading was at 35 50@$6 5v. The fact that the supply 
of native butcbers’ stock—Cows, Bulls, &.—was com- 
paratively smatl enabled sellers to get full prices. With 
an average run the market must have eased off another 
noteh, as the demund was almost wholly confined to’ 
butchers. Canners turned their attention to the Tex- 
ans, of which there was a liberal supply. Sales were at 
22@85 for inferior to choice Cows, snd at 2585 80 for 
Steers. There was better trading in stcckers and 
1eeaers. ‘here were some cruers tere, but at prices 
below the current figures, Tie oterings were limited 
to a tew loads. We quote stockers at $3 50@84 75, and 
feeders at $4 75G@35 25. ‘Texans were in fair demand, 
canners and dressed-beef shippers both buying with 
some freedom, and prices were steady. Prices ran 
from $3 75 for thin grassers to $5 for cholce corn fed. 

The steadiness in Hogs developed toward the close of 
yesterday's market into a substantial advance to- 
day, the improvement averaging about 10e, 
There were sales of poor lots at not more 
than 5c. advance, and, again, many prime logs were 
taken out at prices 15c. higher than paid for similar 
gerades yesterday. Trade opened active and continued 
so ut $5@%5 6C for poor to choice light weights, and at 
$5 15@#5 75 for inferior mixed to choice heavy, though 
$5 20285 50 got most of the lignt and $5 sO@s5 60 the 
bulk of the mixed and heavy. Skips and culls were 
traded in freely at $4@34 90. Fully 12,000 head, partly 
in speculators’ hands, went over.

MICHIGAN CROPS AND SHEEP. 

Derroit, Mich., June 13.—For the Michi- 
gan crop report for June, the Secretary of State 
has received returns from 901 correspondents, 
representing 618 townships. The weather dur- 
ing May was, on the whole, much more favor 
able than during the same month last year. 
Wheat grass made good growth during the 
month. Spring seeding has done weli. There are 


now complaints of dry weather, which, if it con- 
tinues, will soon affect the crops seriously. Wheat 
is very generally reported thin on thefground and 
spotted, that on clay land being badly injured. 
Tbe average condition in the four southern tiers 
of counties is 9!, and in the northern counties $8, 
The probable total product in the State may be 
placed at 23,400,000 bushels. More than four- 
tittns of the seed-corn planted in the four south- 
ern tiers of counties, and more than three-fourths 
of that planted inthe northern counties was 
grown in Michigan. Fifteen per cent. of theseed 
tailed to grow. A large area was not planted 
until May. The condition of the other crops, the 
comparison being with 1883, is: Oats, 9; barley. 
G8; meadows, pastures, 97; clover sowed this 
year, 97. Fourper cent. of the clover seeded this 
year failed to grow. The first footings of she p 
and woo! columns, in reports received from the 
Supervisors of 5i7 townships, show 1'4 per cent. 
increase in the number of sheep.

The Signal Service Bureau . report tndi- 
cates for to-day, in this region, light rains 
followed by fair’ weather, ~ cool,* easterly 
winds, slight changes in temperature. 


The action of the independent Repub-, 
licans in Boston yesterday shows how vig- 
orous is the revolt against BLAINE at_ the 
centre of New-England ‘intelligence and 
conscience. They were called to meet ata 
hotel, but the number: who responded 
compelied an adjournment to a public 
hall. There speeches were made, reso- 
lutions adopted, and a committee of one 
hundred appointed to carry out the purpose 
of those assembled. Among them were 
some of the most honored names of the 
Republican Party in Massachusetts. The 
course proposed shows at once the earnest- 
ness and wisdom of those who are active 
in the movement. While distrust of the 
Democratic Party was expressed, it was 
admitted that a course might be adopted 
by it in making nominations which would 
justify the support of its candidates by 
those Republicans who are most concerned 
for the character of the future administra- 
tion of the Government. Its action is to 
be awaited, and if it holds out no induce- 
ment for the support of honest Republic- 
ans, then a movement will take shape for 
an independent ticket. A committee of 
twenty-five was appointed to take part in 
the conference in this city on Tuesday 
next. It is evident that a feeling has been 
aroused in the Republican Party by the 
action of the Chicago Convention which 
cannot be allayed by ‘appeals to party 
loyalty, because loyalty to the party in 
the highest sense demands a repudiation 
of that action. This movement will fur- 
nish a measure of the loyalty to principle 
which still remains in the party. 


The Senate Committee on Foreign Re. 
lations has decided to seport against the 
treaty which would make our Government 
a party to the international union for the 
protection of inventors and owners of 


trade-marks. It is claimed that our mu- 
nicipal law on this subject is more liberal 
than that of most nations, and the proposed 
arrangement would not be fully in accord 
with its spirit. It is hardly worth while 
to enter into treaty stipulations from which 
there would be no gain. 

The Senate yesterday passed without 
debate the House bill providing for the 
payment of claims for the appropriation 
and destruction of the property of loyal 
citizens, or damage thereto, by the army 
and navy during the war, to the amount 


fit to 


small fraction of the claims that have 
been allowed.‘ This process of clearing up 
old claims against the Government arising 
out of the war ought in some way to be 
hurried up and finished. What with 
claims for property destroyed or injured, 
and pensions and bounties of every imag- 
inable kind, the Treasury seems destined 
to carry a load on account of the war 
which - “‘ generations ‘yet unborn” : will 
feel as a penalty for ever being born in a 
country that has no’standing army or 
floatigg navy. 


One of the most gratifying items of the 
River and Harbor’ bill, as it has been 
passed by the House, is Mr. Cox’s amend- 
ment prohibiting the dumping of refuse 
in the harbor'of New-York. This is all 
the more gratifying inasmuch as it does 
not involve an appropriation. The only 
expenditure that will be required in order 
to enforce this provision is the compara- 
tively. trifling sum needed to patrol the 
harbor and watch the dumpers. It has 
already been explained that the chief diffi- 
culty in the way of protecting the harbor 
is the divided jurisdiction over its waters 
between the General Government and the 
States of New-York and New-Jersey. This 
difficulty it is the object of the amend- 
ment to remove by assuming for the 
United States the right to punish people 
‘who obstruct the channel. There should 
be no objection in the Senate to this clause 
of the bill. 


Ridiculous as the canvass of Mr. Ros- 
WELL P. FLOWER intrinsically is it has 
a serious aspect. There is not, in 
the judgment of well-informed poli- 
ticians, the least danger that Mr. 
FLOWER will be able to command a 
majority of ' the Saratoga Convention. 
The danger is that he may control dele- 
gates enough to prevent the appearance at 
Chicago of a delegation united in advo- 
cating the nomination of Gov. CLEVE- 
LAND. ', There is no doubt that the nomi- 
nation will be conceded to New-York, 
as the most important of the doubt- 
ful States, if the New-York ° delega- 
tion is united upon a candidate. There 
is as little that Gov. CLEVELAND is the 
strongest candidate in New-York. The 
support which Mr. FLOWER has painfully 
and expensively accumulated outside of 
his own State he will find’ to be entirely 
illusory when he tries to make it availa- 
ble in Chicago. ‘It is certain that he can 
‘do himself no good by continuing his at- 
tempts to capture the New-York delega- 
tion; but, it is just possible that he may 
,be so far successful as to do his party an 
irreparable injury by preventing the nomi- 
‘nation of its strongest candidate.

THE OLD REPUBLICANS. 


¥ Those who imagine that the revolt of 
‘Republicans ; against the; nomination of 
Mr. BLAINE is confined chiefly to young 
and hot-headed men, carried away by 
restless impatience, and with no strong 
‘associations to bind them to the party, 
make a serious mistake. One has only to 
read the letters published in THE Times 
to see that the deepest indignation over 
the unworthy leadership of Mr. BLAINE, 
and the most resolute determination to 
resist it, exist among men who have 
long been connected with the party. 
In these letters there are found such 
expressions as these, coupled with 
the declaration that the writers will 
not support Mr. BLAINE: ‘‘I never voted 
anything but the Republican ticket;” 
“TIT have voted for every Republican 
candidate for President;” ‘‘I left the 
Democratic Party with FRANK PIERCE;” 
«<I was in the first Republican Convention 
in Illinois in 1854, with ABRAHAM LEX- 
COLN and LyMAN TRUMBULL;” *‘I have 
been faithful from FREMONT and DayYTON 
until now;” ‘‘I have been a Republican 
since the first formation of the party;” 
“‘T was born a Republican and never 
voted any other ticket;” ‘‘I have helped 
elect every Republican candidate since 
1860,” and one gentleman enters his pro- 
test against BLAINE who, a slaveholder 
of Maryland, was made a Republican by 
witnessing border ruffianism in Kansas, 
returned home to vote for FREMONT, re- 
moved to New-York, freed his slaves, and 
has voted the Republican ticket ever since. 
And these are but indications of the 
feeling among old Republicans in every 
State, who are incensed that the party 
they have loved and served so long should 
have for its chief a man whose personal 
fame is damaged, and who represents a 
low standard of political action. Nothing 
could be more natural than this feeling. 
The Republican Party was the outcome of 
a deep and active moral sentiment, weary 
and indignant not only with the gross in- 
justice of slavery but with the wide- 
spread demoralization that it had worked. 
When that party was formed the Demo- 
crats of the North were the active allies of 
the slave power under a tacit arrange- 
ment which gave to the South the control 
of the Government and to the Northern 
Democrats the spoils of office. 
+» Under ‘that arrangement, the Federal 
civil service, and the service everywhere 
that the Democracy was in power, had 
reached a depth of corruption that, con- 
sidering the relative extent of the service, 
was far worse than anything that we have 
since known. Not only was patronage 


used openly and shamelessly to control 
elections, but bad candidates were the rule 
rather than the exception, and ‘real free- 
dom of suffrage was, in Democratic strong- 
holds, almost as much repressed in the 
North as in the South. When, in 1855, the 
Republican organization was formed 
which, with a couple of thousand votes, 
elected “ honest AZaRIAH C. FLaGcG Con- 
troller of New-York,” not a public hall in 
this city could be had for its meetings, 
and when one of gthe active men in the 
movement offered his wareroom for the 
purpose the landlord tried to break the 
lease. 

The Republican movement then was in 
great part like the anti-Blaine movement 
now, one for the essential principle of re- 
form, for the freedom of the voter from 
political jobbery and demoralization , in 
official place and in party leadership. It 
drew to itself naturally the men of honest 
purpose and active conscience, and there 
ate none now who feel more deeply than 
they the humiliation into which their 
party has fallen. There are none more 
firm and uncompromising in their deter- 
mination to use now the same freedom and 
independence that they then employed in 
breaking with their party when necessary 
to vindicate their convictions, Those who 
know by what labors the : “young Re- 
publicans” of 1854 to 1860 carried the or- 
ganization to victory, what inspiration of 
conscience made sacrifice easy and waver- 
ing impossible, what “delight of battle” 
was found in that hot struggle for the 
rights of freemen against the intrenched 
forces of slavery and the spoilsmen, will 
not underrate the strength which these 
Republicans, now no longer young, bring 
to the present movement. We.warn 
the leaders of the Blaine party, flown 
with the insolence of their success 
in the nomination of their . discredited 
hero, that it is not the men who staked 
everything on the fight against what Mr. 
BLAINE represents who can now be fooled 
by appeals to party fidelity. Many of 
them raised the standard of revolt against 
party when they became Republicans; 
many more entered the Republican ranks 
when the party represented purity in pub- 
lic life and had leaders worthy of its 
cause. They recognize no allegiance when 
the cause they have fought for is aban- 
doned. They will be true to their old 
principles, and will sustain them, as they 
have faithfully done in the past, «by their 
votes, but they will not vote ‘for’ Mr. 
BLAINE. 


TWO ' MISSTATEMENTS. 
Certain newspapers which disagree with 
this journal as to the fitness of Mr. BLaIne 


to be President of the United States seek 


to meet its objections to Mr. BLAINE ‘and 
to account for the position it has taken by 
declaring that . the proprietor * of . THE 
Times is an Englishman and that it is 
in favor of free trade. 

If these statements were true, they 
would, of course, acquit Mr. BLAINE of all 
the charges ever brought against him and 
leave him stainless. Regretting, for his 
sake, that this short and easy way to vin- 
dication must be closed to him, and for 


the information of such newspapers’ as’ 


have made these statements, we wish .to 
say that they are wholly untrue. 

The proprietor of THz NEw-YorxK TIMES 
is not an Englishman. He was born in 
Vermont. THE TIMEs’s writers, without 
any exception whatever, are Americans. 
THE Tres is not, and never has been, a 
free trade paper. . It believes, with a great 
many ardent protectionists, that our tariff 
Jaws stand in need of revision.~ But in 
advocating revenue reform it has never 
advocated free trade for this country. The 
tariff is one thing, the Presidency is quite 
another. THE Tres supported Senator 
Epmunps for the Chicago / nomination, 
and he is a protectionist. , Just ‘now the 
voters have a question to settle which is 
of very much greater importance than the 
tariff question. It is a question that con- 
cerns’ the honor of the Nation and its 
safety. The supreme and sole issue this 
year is whether or not the next President 
of the United States shall be a man honest 
himself and in favor of honest govern- 
ment. 


MR. BOSLER’S FRIEND. 


The late JaMEsS W. BosLer, of Pennsyl- 
vania, was for some years a follower of 
the political fortunes of JAMES G. BLAINE. 
He was regarded as BLAINE’s “ right-hand 
man” in his State, and as one of BLAINE’s 
most devoted and useful adherents in the 
far West, where he was interested ‘in 
cattle ranges and Indian _ contracts. 
Mr. BosLER was STEPHEN W. DORSEY’s 
partner in the star route business, 
and the records of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, which were laid before two juries 
during the trials of Dorsry, Brapy, and 
their companions, showed that one-half 
of the money yielded by the Dorsey ex- 
pedited routes was paid to him.» Mr. 
BOSLER was not indicted, but the Gov- 
ernment summoned him to appear asa 
witness, and to produce his books and 
papers. He was unwilling that the 
Hon. RicHarpD T. MERRICK, a Dem- 
ocrat, should see his books, because 
they contained records of “« political as- 
sessments.” Mr. Mrrrick did not sce 
them. He was also unwilling to appear as 
a witness, and at the request of one of his 
“‘ friends” he was excused from testifying, 
counsel having secured from him a letter 
which’ the Government desired to use, 
This “‘friend” made his request to Mr. 
MERRICK, and that gentleman refused 
yesterday to tell the Springer committee 
the “‘ friend’s” hame. 

It is generally understood in Washing- 
ton that the man who procured this favor 
for BosLER, and by his influence deprived 
the Government of the testimony which 
BosLeR and his books might have been 
forced to give against the defendants, was 
JaMES G. BLAINE, whom the Republican 
Party has nominated to be President of the 
United States. 

If Mr. BLAINE served any member of the 
star route ring not included in the Dorsey 
party, when he was President GARFIELD'S 
chief adviser or after he had retired from 
the Cabinet to become a historian, he has 
reaped his reward, for it was by the assist- 
ance of men thoroughly familiar with star 
route operations and associated with the 
star route contractors as partners or

counsel that he broke into the South by 
the road that they had cleared for him 
through the Arkansas delegation. 


THE NUISANCE OF DIRT. 


The chief nuisance from which the peo- 
ple of New-York suffer in the Summer 
season is dirt. This ought to be the 
pleasantest of Summer cities. Practically 
surrounded by salt water and open to all 
the breezes that are stirring, it has a most 
salubrious situation. . But the atmosphere, 
which ought to be vivifying, is contin- 
ually laden with :impalpable dust, the 
product of an everlasting grinding 
of every sort of refuse material. 
We have come to congratulate ourselves 
on the fact that our streets are kept clean 
in comparison with what their condition 
used to be. This is true enough, but there 
is much still to be desired in our methods 
of street-cleaning. The common practice 
is for sweepers to go through unsprinkled 
streets and gather the dirt into heaps. 
Teams do not immediately follow and 
take it away, but it is left for hours to 
be driven over, trodden upon, and scat- 
tered about ~ by the “ winds. When 
the teams do come along they perform 
their part of the work in a slovenly man- 
ner. The dirt is pitched carelessly into 
open carts,'a liberal share being blown 
about in the process, and then they pro- 
ceed on their way jolting and scattering 
their contents along the pavement. Ashes 
are removed in the same heedless fashion ; 
barrels, cans, boxes, and every manner of 
receptacle are emptied into open carts ina 
way that scatters the contents to the wind 
and leaves a considerable portion in the 
street. 

The citizens themselves share in the 
general slovenliness, In the morning the 
litter of stores and shops and the dirt of 
houses is swept out of front doors into 
the street, and even taken up inside and 
deliberately thrown out upon the pave- 
ment. While this is allowed it is impos- 
sible to keep the streets decently clean. 
All this not only interferes with the com- 
fort of that great majority of the peo- 
ple who are compelled to stay in the 
city during the Summer months, but 
it has a constantly deleterious effect upon 
health, The dirt of the streets is 
made up of. many unwholesome ingre- 
dients. The constant traffic’ and travel 
grind it to fine powder, which floats in 
the air, penetrates into houses, and assails 
the nostrils, throats, and lungs of the pop- 
ulation. Weare all the time breathing 
poison. The effect upon delicate constitu- 
tions is disastrous, and the standard of 
health for all constitutions is depressed by 
it. Money enough is spent upon the clean- 
ing of streets to do the work to perfection. 
What is needed is more care and attention 
to methods and a strict enforcement of 
laws and ordinances to prevent this ever- 
lasting nuisance of dirt. 


AMURDERERONTHE PENAL CODE. 


The negro JEFFERSON, who‘ was yester- 
day sentenced to death in Brooklyn for 
two peculiarly brutal murders, made an 
impassioned speech, which is interesting 
as setting forth the defects of the Penal 
Code, as‘considered from a murderer’s 
point of view. 

As Judge Moore intimated yesterday, 
JEFFERSON’S speech leaves no. doubt,’ if 
there had, been any doubt before, that 
JEFFERSON is a man eminently adapted 
for the commission of willful murders. 
The murders which he did ‘commit were 
unusually : atrocious, and now, eighteen 
months afterward, there is not a single 
trace of compunction in his speech or of 
any other feeling beyond a desire to save 
his worthless and forfeited life. All the 
more on that account is he a typical mur- 
derer, and_ his criticisms upon our crim- 
inal jurisprudence are additionally valu- 
able and authoritative. * 

Since’ the ‘time of; Hudibras and_be- 
fore it has been generally understood that 
criminals in the act of being hanged do 
not approve of the statute under which 
they suffer,‘ but' they seldom: take the 
trouble to develop their objections in de- 
tail as JEFFERSON has done. : His first 
criticism is directed to a defect in the ad- 
mission of the defense of insanity. © This 
is rather surprising, because it is this por- 
tion of the criminal law which seems to 
have been constructed, by statute and by 
decisions, 80 as most exactly to meet the 
views of the criminal classes, and. even 
criminal, lawyers are generally .of the 
opinion that ; any reasonable murderer 
ought to be satisfied with it. We are 
bound to say ,that JEFFERSON’s criti- 
cism does not seriously invalidate that 
opinion, but only exhibits the critic as un- 
reasonable, not to say carping, in his re- 
quirements. ° He says: ‘‘I think the ex- 
amination of aman six weeks after the 
crime was committed to find out whether 
he was insane at the time of the act is 
preposterous. : A man might be insane at 
the time of the act and six weeks after 
when examined he might be perfectly 
sane.” . This latter proposition might be 
sustained by along array of verdicts and 
decisions. It is, however, a familiar prin- 
ciple that no man shall take advantage of 
his own wrong. . Forsome time after JEF- 
FERSON’S crime, if we remember rightly, 
he was in hiding, and it is obvious that no 
man can be examined until after he has been 
caught. All that he can reasonably re- 
quire is that he shall be examined as soon 
as possible after the defense of insanity 
has been set up, and it does not appear 
that this was not done in JEFFERSON’S 
case. If he wished to have a contempo- 
raneous opinion upon his sanity he should 
have notified an alienist when he made up 
his mind to go mad that at such a time 
he had concluded to be attacked by homi- 
cidal mania. There are a numberof emi- 
nent alienists who would have responded 
with alacrity to the summons of humanity 
and given him a certificate of irresponsi- 
bility on the spot. As he did not invoke 
their assistance he must take the conse- 
quences of his negligence. 

JEFFERSON'S other criticism is upon the 
mode of inflicting capital punishment. He 
expresses the opinion that ‘‘ hanging is 
brutal” and suggests “ electricity or chloro- 


form” as more ‘“‘ human.” Upon this sug- 


gestion it is enough to remark that JEF- 
FERSON is scarcely in a position to make 
it, seeing that when he had occasion to in- 
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flict capital punishment on his own ac- 
count he did not employ. the agencies 


which he recommends, but took in one. 


case a shot-gun and in the other a knife. 
It is, however, gratifying to people who 
do not approach‘ the subject from the 


condemned murderer’s point of view to. 


know that strangulation adds a terror 
to death, and that the prospect ‘of being 
hanged may act as a deterrent to men who 
might commit murder if they were sure 
that the worst that could happen to them 
,would be that ‘they would be ° gently 
-wafted ' from? a world‘ which * felt itself 
‘unworthy of them * by™ “ electricity * or 
chloroform.” 

Upon the whole these criticisms do not 
impair‘the proud’ position of our law as 
being constructed ‘and administered with 
amore delicate consideration for the sen- 
sibilities of 'the criminal classes than the 
law of any other civilized country. An 
instance of this consideration, ' which it 
did not suit JEFFERSON’s purpose to cite, 
is furnished: by. his own case, He com- 
mitted ‘ two’ murders in December, 
1882. The case was perfectly . plain 
and the‘ testimony was ample. ‘ With- 
in two months at most the crime 
should have been expiated. With noth- 
ing in the case to raise a doubt’or to jus- 
tify an appeal, but merely by the dawdling 
which seems inseparable from the admin- 
istration of criminal justice, the case has 
been protracted so‘ that at least twenty 
months will have elapsed between the 
crime and the punishment. Such a delay 
does very much to destroy the exemplary 
effect of punishment upon the classes who 
stand most in need of admonition. It is 
not less important that justice should be 
swift than that it should be sure. 


THE TRIBUNE'S SYLLOGISM. 


The Tribune has invented a new variety 
of syllogism for the express benefit of Mr. 
BLAINE. By the'use of this ingenious 
logical weapon: any man can bé proved 
to be’ as good as any other man, and in 
its delight with its brilliant invention the 
Tribune is using it daily to convince ‘‘ the 
best people” that Mr. BLAINE is a later 
Washington. 

The Tribune’s syllogism runs as follows: 
WASHINGTON was accused of corruption; 
BLAINE is accused of corruption. There- 
fore, BLAINE is essentially the same as 
WASHINGTON. 

It is possible that kid-gloved reasoners 
of British origin and free trade views— 
like the late Archbishop WuHAaTELY, for 
example—might find fault with the con- 
struction of this syllogism, but the Tribune 
doubtless believes that its readers are not 
logicians, and will be unable to pick flaws 
in its reasoning. It therefore proceeds 
joyously on its way, showing day by day 
that WASHINGTON as well as BLAINE was 
‘* tattooed,” and that BLAINE is therefore 
as innocent as the Father of his Country. 

The Tribune’s patent syllogism: is capa- 
ble of a much wider application than that 
given to it by our esteemed contemporary. 
It is a universal Restorer of Reputations, 
and can be confidently recommended to 
theologians and historians as well as to 
politicians. For example, St. PAUL was 
falsely accused of heresy and _ blasphemy 
by contemporary orthodox Jews and Pa- 
gans. . The late prophet, JOSEPH SMITH, 
was also accused of heresy and blasphemy. 
Hence JOSEPH SMITH was in all respects 
the equal ‘of St.: PauL, and his Mormon 
‘religion deserved.as much respect as Paul- 
ine Christianity. ABRAHAM LINCOLN was 
denounced by the. advocates ‘of : secession 
as a traitor to the cause of republican gov- 
ernment,.and a like accusation was 
brought against JEFFERSON Davis. Hence 
JEFFERSON DAVIS was no more a traitor 
than was ABRAHAM LINCOLN,’ and we 
ought now humbly to ask Mr. Davis to 
assume the Presidential chair and serve 
out LINCOLN’s term: 

The Tribunitish syllogism is capable of 
being turned to so many uses that it is 
a pity that any one should find fault with 
it. . Wicked men,; stimulated by. British 
gold, will, however, point out that when 
the Tribune asserts that '\WASHINGTON as 
well as BLAINE was a “tattooed” man 
it confounds superficial mud-stains which 
can be readily washed off, with genuine 
“tattooing,” which | is , indelible. PHILIP 
FRENEAU threw a. good deal of mud 
at WASHINGTON, and _ the mud 
may have left*a stain lasting a 
few moments !or hours, but WasHING- 
TON had hardly retired from the Presi- 
dential chair before “every trace of 
FRENEAU’S mud vanished. Mr. BLAInr, 
on the‘ other “hand,. was “ tattooed” 
with the sharps needles of a Con- 
gressional ‘investigating committee. It 
is the belief of thousands of his country- 
men that this ‘‘ tattooing” is indelible, and 
until it is proved that this belief is wrong 
they will decline to admit that the.trifling 
and temporary mud-stains on the reputa- 
tion. of WASHINGTON can rightfully be 
compared with the tattooed marks on Mr. 
BLAINE. 


The field of comic opera has. been thor- 
oughly worked in this country, but the produc- 
tions have been mainly French, English, and 
German.

But whether 
itis the fault of the managers or of the operas, 
or of both, is not mentioned with any distinct- 
ness, The fact seems to be that, in some man- 
ner, American managers are persuaded into pro- 
ducing works which they know are bad. This 
blunder of their own judgments they subse- 
quently visit upon American composers and 
librettists by refusing to produce their works 
even when they are good. It seems reasonable 
to suppose that if the managers would obsti- 
nately refuse to produce anything that did not 
compare favorably with the English comic 
operas, and would hold themselves in readiness 
to give an opportunity to anything that did, 
they would, sooner or later, find that as good, or 
nearly as good, work could be done here as 
across the Atlantic.

CIVIL ENGINEERS CONFERRING, 


—_—_>-—— 
SOME OF THE SUBJECTS THE AMERICAN: 
SOCIETY TALKED ABOUT. 

BuFFALo, June 13.—The American Socie.« 
ty of Civil Engineers, after spending two days in 
excursions to points in this vicinity, to-day re. 
sumed their business session. E..L. Corthel, 
Chief Engineer of the West Shore. Railroad, 
who was associated with Capt. Eads in 
the improvement at the’ mouth of the 
Mississippi River, read a paper on “The 
South Pass Jetties; Ten Years’ Practical 
Teaching in River and Harbor Hydraulics.” It 
dealt with the necessity for the work, the details 
of the improvement, the effect on commerce, and 
the scientific lessons taught by them. He said it 
was estimated that 768,000,000 acres of land were 
drsined by the jetties. : They are two miles anda 
half long, and are made of’ willow bushes, 
weighted down, and allowed to fill up with sand 
and sediment. The commerce of New-Orleans 
had been increased $10,000,000 by the improve- 


ment. A vessel can now go out with 10,000 bal 
of cotton or 95,000 bushels of grain, and the 
channel is deep enough for the largest craft. 

Mr. Benjamin Reece, of Toledo, Engineer of 
the Michigan Southern Division of the Lake 
Shore Railroad, pend © paper on ** Managing of 
Forces Engaged in Track Repairs.” A paper, pre-

WHY COL. PRICE REJECTS BLAINE. 
_ Fromthe Scranton (Penn.) Truth, June 11. 

Col. J. A. Price, who is a prominent fig-

SPECULATING BANK OFFICIALS. 

PrTrTsBuRG, Penn., June 13.—A hearing 
was had this morning in the cases of Thomas J, 
Watson, oil broker, and Cashier Reiber, charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the Penn Bank. 
President Riddle wasindicted on an information, 
but waived a hearing and gave bail for his ap- 
pearance in court. The testimony was mainly a 


repetition of the facts already published, but 
tended to show that Riddle, Watson, and Reiber 
were associated in oil speculations, and that the 
overdratts of fictitious firms represented their 
transactionsin oil. One of the fictitious accounts 
opened with an overdraft of $125,000, and when 
the bank closed the account was over $400,00uU 
overdrawn.

THE CUTTERS BADLY WORSTED 
BY THE SLOOPS. 

NOTWITHSTANDING A STRONG WIND AND A 

HEAVY SEA-—THE MONTAUK, FANNY, 

AND ORIVA WINNERS IN THEIR CLASSES. 

Lowering clouds and a thick fog hung 
over the Upper Bay yesterday morning. and 
gusts of pelting rain swept overthe waters, when 
the tug E. Luckenboch, having on board the 
Regatta Committee of the New-York Yacht 
Club, put off from Pier No.3 East River and 
headed down the Bay. Very different was the 
scene at the starting line off Owl’s Head from 
that presented the day before. There were no 
steam yachts or pleasure craft of any kind on 
hand, and very few racing yachts were at the 
line when the Luckenboch arrived. Still it is 
safe to say that had yacht-loving people known 
what a fine race they were going to miss by stay- 
ing away there would have been an even greater 
array of excursion boats and convoying yachts 
than on the day before. 

Notwithstanding the rain and fog, there was a 
good whole sail breeze from the north-east, and 
indications of a fair if not bright afternoon, with 
good yachting weather. Some delay was occa- 
sioned by visits to the several first class schoon- 
ers to obtain the consent of their owners for the 
Clytie to sail without a club member on board, 
as it. was not convenient for her owner, Mr. An- 
son Phelps Stokes, to go, and there were no club 
members on board the tug, except the members 
of the Regatta Committee. The preparatory sig- 
nal was given at 11:50, and the starting signal at 
o'clock. The starters were not so many as on 
Thursday, the schooners Crusader and Triton 
the first class sloop Whileaway, and the second- 


class sloops Isis and Espirito having failed to 
come to the mark. The yachts that did start 
were as follows: 

Schooners.—Montauk, Rear-Commodore Samuel R. 
Platt; Grayling, Latham A. Fish; Estelle, ex-Commo- 
dore James DL. Smith; Clytie, Anson Phelps Stokes; 
Clio, Actang Commodore E. E. Chase. 

Sloops.—Gracie, Joseph P. Earle; Fanny. Prince & 
Whitely: Ileen, Arthur Padelford; Mischief, J. R. 
Busk; Hildegard, Herman Oelrichs; Wenonah, James 
Stillman; Athlon, Dr. John C. Barron; Oriva, C. Smith 
Lee; Eclipse, K. H. Wales; Fanita, George J. Gould; 
Vixen, F. C. Lawrence, Jr. 

The first boat to cross the line was the schooner 
Estelle at 12:01:44, and she was followed closely in 
the order named by the Clytie, Leen, Fanita, 
Hildegard, Oriva, and Montauk. The Fanny 
slipped over the line just in time to save a hand- 
icap, and the Vixen, Gracie, Wenonah, Mischief, 
and Athlon were handicapped, the Vixen and 
Gracie by 1 second and the Athlon by 1 minute 
26 seconds. The yachts went over the line with 
club topsails and balloon jib topsails set and spin- 
naker poleslowered. The Lleen 2nd Fanita, which 
were the leading sloops, went over with spinna- 
kers set, but were forced to take them 
in before entering the Narrows, as at 
that point the wind was too much to the east 
to admit of carrying them. The yachts behind 
these two profited by their experience, and 
hoisted up their poles without attempting to set 
their spinnakers. Below Fort Lafayette the fleet 
encountered a spanking east south-east wind 
which made the cutters lay down and the big 
sloops heel over until the waterboiled over their 
Jee rails. This was more wind than was expected, 
and the Fanita and some of the other small sloops, 
as well as one of the larger cutters, hastily 
took in their club topsails. Having a beam wind, 
the yachts ran down to Buoy No. 10 onthe 
South-west Spit without veering or'tacking. It 
was a magnificent race. The yachts stretched 
out ina long line, making a succession of regu- 
Jarly diminishing white patches against the dark 
horizon. Onthislay the schooners, with their 
superior spread of canvas, had much the ad- 
vantage of the sloops, and the Montauk and 
Grayling swept grandly to the front of the fleet. 
Below the lower hospital island the Fanny 

assed the Hildegard, which haa all the while 

en steadily closing the gap between herself 
and the cutter lleen, and the Gracie was the 
while drawing steadily up on both the latter. 
The Fanny finally lapped the Ileen as she was 
rounding Buoy No. 10. The yachts rounded the 
buoy as follows:

As they rounded Buoy No. 10 the yachts 
hauled close in the wind to make Buoy No. 84 
in the Horseshoe, and club topsails and balloon 
jibs vanished like magic. But the shortening of 
sail did not end there; the breeze wasso fresh 
that before it reached Buoy No. 8% every yacht 
in the fleet had clewed up or taken in even its 
working topsail. The Fanny housed her top- 
mast as she was rounding this last buoy. The 
course from Buoy No. 8% to the Sandy Hook 
Light-ship was almost dead to windward, and as 
s00n as they got well to the eastward of the 
buoy the yachts went about on the starboard 
tack. In reaching off the point of the Hook the 
three big sloops badly worsted the cutter Leen, 
and she finally broke tacks with them and bore 
away on the port tack to the southward, going 
under the stern of the Gracie, 
behind the Fanny and Hildegard in line but 
furthest to the windward. Pretty soon all three 
of the sloops went about and headed southward 
on the port tack. Seeing this the lleen again 
went about and headed north-west toward Coney 
Isiana. This proved a wise move for her. She 
he!d her course far across the entrance of the 
harbor and got the full benefit of the strongebb 
tide, while her competitors held on equally far to 
the southward and had the tide against them 
when they put about. When they met again tne 
Jieen was far to the windward and the leading 
sloop. The Mischief, meanwhile, had turned her 
prow homeward without venturing outside of 
the Hook. But she was virtually out of the race 
before she veered away. The cutter Wenonah 
kept on, but she had no place intherace. The 
‘Oriva, in the heavy sea outside, had much the 
best of the little sloops of her class and went 
one? to the front. 

All this time the Montauk and Grayling were 

oing for the light-ship like frightened birds. 

bey had distanced the other schooners and 
were contending wholly with each other. The 
Grayling behaved splendidly, showing not only 

reat speed but excellent sea-going qualities. 

illshe could not hold her own with the peer- 
tess Montauk, which, slowly, it is true, yet 
steadily, dropped her. The first yacht to round 
the light-ship was the Montauk, at 2:45:22, fol- 
lowed 10 minutes later by the Grayling. The 
Tleen rounded 11 minutes after the Grayling, a 
short distance in advance of the Graciean | Fanny, 
which were close together. By this time the 
Luckenbach was making all steam for the finish- 
ing line at Buoy No. 15, with every prospect of 
hard work to get there ahead of the Mon- 
tauk. The Gracieand Fanny, which had gained 
considerably on the Ileen in the last two reaches 
for the light-ship, overtook and passed her on 
the home run before the wind and materially de- 
peeees the cutter stock by beating her quite 

diy. The Montauk, Fauny, and Oriva took 
the prizes for their classes,and the Montauk 
wins the Bennett Challenge Cup for schooners 
and the Fanny that for sloops.

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THE MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 

New-Or.eans, La., June 13.—The water 
is now falling perceptibly in the Lower Missis- 
sippi and its tributaries. It must fall six or 
steven feet more to bring the stream within its 
banks, and this may not happen fora month yet. 
As the water falls the season of danger by caving 
begins, and already an unusual number of losses 
by the undermined banks crumbling into the 
water are reported. To meet unexpected disas- 
ter, on all well regulated plantations the laborers 
are kept at the water’s edge night and day. The 
highest price is paid for laborers, and notenough 
can be found to wy tl the demand. Nothing has 
for years so badiy demoralized plantation labor as 
the issue of Government rations. When the relief 
boat comes and the provisions are distributed 
the negroes, as a rule, quit work and will not re- 
sume it while the rations last. An instance is 
shown at the old Millanden place now owned by 
Lieut.-Gov. Ames, of Massachusetts. He em- 


loyed 300 negroes at the highest wages to work 
oe his Jong line of levees. The ration-boat came 


niong ag ty out the supplies. The next morn- 
ing only 120 negroes could be induced to leave 


their quarters and return to their work. The 
free giving of Government rations has been a 
sad mistake: it has ministered to the hopes of a 
few rural Congressmen for a re-election, but 
has greatly crippled the planting interests of 
the country. There is not much talk about it, 
but the feeling is very strong.

A TRUSTED CLERE’S FALL. 


A CONNECTICUT SOCIETY YOUNG MAN SENT 
TO JAIL FOR THEFT. 

NeEw-HAveEn, June 13.—Society circles in 
this city to-day were startled by the fact that 
George Hinckley Jennings, the son of a well- 
known business man and a book-keeper at J. B. 
Sargent & Co.’s malleable iron-works,had pleaded 
guilty to theft,and had been sent to jail from 
the police court for six months. It wasa serious 
blow to his respected parents and a shock to his 


many friends. The stolen goods were princi- 


pally silver plate valued at about $25. The plate 


comes to the factory in small sheets or cakes, 
and is kept in a portion of the office to which 
Jennings had access. When Mr. Sargent missed 
the plate he had reason to suspect young Jen- 
nings, and he caused his actions to be watched. 
The result was that Jennings was accused of the 
theft and owned up. with the understanding 
that if pe penamed guilty no higher penalty than 
$1 fine and six months in jail would be imposed. 
He came to the police office this morning and 
gave himself up. One of the causes of the 
young man’s sad downfall was that he recently 
acquired a mania for stock speculation, and as 
his investments proved unfortunate he became 
“hard up” for money and yielded to the temp- 
tation offered him in his position of trust, 
took the silver plate and turned it into cash.

COMMODORE TEMPLE’S BUGS. 


A VETERAN STEAM-BOAT MAN DISCOUNTING 
SEA-SERPENT STORIES, 

Troy, June 13.—This morning the tow- 
boat Connecticut, formerly a passenger steam- 
boat running between this city and New-York, 
reached Albany with a flotilla. ‘* Commodore” 
Temple, the old riverman, was incharge. The 
deck was covered with a nasty yellow mass, and 
parts of the vessel were besmeared with an odd- 
looking substance. “‘Commodore” Temple was 
interviewed. He said: “About ll o’clock last 


night I was standing on the forward deck. 
Just aS we were passing Percy's Reach 
the atmosphere suddenly darkened, and be- 
came filled with insects. For a time I was com- 
pletely dumfounded. With alsound like the patter 
of rain drops on a window the mass struck the 
vessel, and all hands were thrown intoconfusion. 
The engine was stopped and the crew flew around 
like mad. The insects flew into the rooms, com- 
pletely filling tnem, and driving the men out. It 
was anawful sight to see the men rush about, 
driving the pesky things from their faces. The 
whole thing lasted 20 minutes, but it seemed an 
hour to those on board. I have seen many queer 
things during my boating life-time, but this is 
the worst on record. I was actually scared. 
Why, I could not see the pipe-lights. The 
bug's came along so hard that when they struck 
me they hurt. My face looks as if it had been 
pounded. The more of the ei we killed the 
more there seemed to come. thought the 
world was coming to an end. When the cloud 
pase’ the darned critters covered the deck six 
nches deep. They were the size of the ordinary 
grasshoppers, and had yellow wings. They came 
from the west and were traveling east.” 

The news of the strange affair soon spread, and 
large numbers of people went down tothe dock 
to see the steam-boat. The Commodore was 
kept busy telling his story, and the people that 
swarmed about him reminded him, hesaid, of the 
crowds of insects that he saw the night before. 


ENO SUED FOR THREE MILLIONS. 

A suit has been begun’ by the Second 
National Bank against John C. Eno for $3,185,000, 
which sum he is alleged to have converted to his 
own use through the fraudulent application of 
the money and credit of the bank while he 
was its President. An attachment against 
property which Eno is believed to have 


left in this State has been granted by 
Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
on an affidavit in which James A. Trowbridge, 
now the President of the bank, sets forth, in 
general terms, the wrong-doing of Eno. In this 
affidavit it is saidthat afew days after the fraud- 
ulent. acts of Eno were. discovered tae 
summons. in the present suit was pre- 
pared and intrusted to the Sheriff for ser- 
vice, private detectives being at the same 
time employed to watch Eno until he 
should be got into such a position that he might 
be served. He was so watched until May 22, 
whena detective followed him to his counsel’s 
office. where he finally eluded observation, es- 
caping from the office in some unknown man- 
ner, He was notagain seen by the detectives until 
one of them arrested him in Canada.

Cleveland for the extradition 
of Eno, it was granted yesterday by the Gov- 
ernor and forwarded to Washington. Thea 
plication was made on the ground of forgery.

BLAINE IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


HOPELESSNESS OF HIS EFFORT TO CAPTURE 


THE STATE. 

From the Wheeling (West Va.) Register, Jufte 11. 

Mr. Elkins, the principal Blaine manager 
at Chicago, utilized the idea of Blaine’s ability to 
carry West Virginia in the popular election asa 
prominent factor in promoting the nomination 
of his chief. So far as it availed Mr. Elkins in his 
work at Chicago we were willing to give him the 
benefit of the delusion. But as the convention 
is now over and Mr. Elkins has had the full 
benefit of his little fiction, it may be as well to 


remark, for the information of those who feel an 
interest in such things, there isnot and never has 
been any plaugible ground for the declaration 
that Fiaine stood the remotest cnance of getting 
ap Electoral vote from West Virginia. To show 
how utterly unfounded the claim is we will 
briefly review the arguments adduced in behalf 
of this pretension. 

In the first place, it is urged that Blaine’s busi- 
ness interests identify him with West Virginia, 
and give him a strong foothold. In reply to 
this we have to say that Blaine owns some stock 
in a little railroad running from Piedmont to 
Fairfax Stone, in the north-eastern corner of 
this State, a road some 40 or 50 miles in length, 
and which passes through a wilderness country 
in which no citizen of this State feels uny par- 
ticular interest outside of those who are identi- 
fied with the syndicate which owns and controls 
the land through which the road passes. If Mr. 
Blaine received the support of all the people who 
live along the line of the road it would only in- 
crease his vote in the State a hundred or two. 

In the second place, it 1s claimed that Mr. 
Elkins’s intluential acquaintance with West Vir- 
ginians will be a tower of strength to the Blaine 
cause. The fact is that, while Mr. Elkins had the 
the good sense and the good fortune to marry an 
admirable West Virginia lady, and occasionally 
spends the Summer at Deer Park in convivial 
hobnobbery with the bloods who frequent that 
famous Summer resort, his personal acquaintance 
doesn’t include more than a score of intiuential 
West Virginians, and he absolutely knows noth- 
ing of West Virginia politica or liticians. His 
business connections with the Elk Garden mines 
may enable him, if he chooses, to exercise the 
power of an employer to. force the 100 or 150 
miners 1n his employ to vote the Blaine ticket. 
But that wouldn’t bea pebble large enough to 
create a ripple on West Virginia’s Democratic 
majority. 

And in the next pe. it is intimated thata 
free distribution of money which is expected to 
be poured in by Jay Gould’s railroad syndicates 
will help to turn the tide from the Democratic 
column tothe Kepublican. The best answer to 
that is, the West Virginia Democracy is un- 
bought and unpurchasable. It stands on the 
solid foundation of an everlasting principle, 
wedded to the cause of right, inflexible in its de- 
votion to the best interests of the who!e coun- 
try; uncorrupted and incorruptible, it is bad 
missionary ground for star route evangelists. 
There is not gold enoughin Jay Gould’s coffers 
to buy the honest Democratic yeomanry of our 
Mountain State. They will never sacrifice their 
honor. And will repel the base insinuation that 
they are purchasable by rolling up a majority of 
not less than 15,000 for the Democratic ticket in 
the next election.

ABOUT THE CITY 


RAILS ON BROADWAY. 
WO COMPANIES CONTESTING IN THE COURTS 


FOR RIGHT OF WAY. 

As soon as the general railroad act went 
ato effect last month, two companies were 
formed to construct and operate railroads in 
Broadway, between the Battery and Union- 
square. One—the Broadway Surface Rail- 
road Company—is related to the old 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue’ Railroad 
Company. The tracks of these two 
are proposed to be joined at Union-square and 
West Vifteenth-street. The other new company 
is known as the Broadway Railroad Company. 
It proposes to run its tracks from the soutuern 
end of Union-Square Park down Broadway and 
through State and Whitehall streets to the South 
Ferry. Its Directors are George Henry Warren, 
William C. Whitney, Wallace C. Andrews, James 


A. Roosevelt, Joseph J. O’Donohue, Rowland N. 
Hazard, Thomas T. Ryan, George G. Haven, and 
Brayton Ives. 

On May 29 the Broadway Surface Railroad 
Company applied to the Supreme Court, General 
Term, for the appointment of Commissioners 
who should determine whether its road should 
be built. In its petition 1t asserted that it was 
unable to obtuin the assent of the owners of one- 
half in value of the Broadway property. The 
hearing was adjourned on the application of op- 
posipg property-owners until yesterday, when 
the Broadway Railroad Company appeared 
ks an opponent of the Broadway Surface 
Company, and aiso as-~-a_ petitioner for 
the appointment of Commissioners on its 
own behalf. In the opposing affidavits presented 
by James C. Carter and John L. Cadwalader, 
counsel for the Broadway Company, it was as- 
serted that the Broadway Surface Railroad Com- 
pany’s agents had not and could not have ap- 

lied to property-owners in the manner intended 

y the general railroad act, but had asked for 
their assent without explaining the plans 
of the company, and had so made it neces- 
sary for them to. refuse their assent, 
their refusal being then made the  ba- 
ris of the application for the appointment 
of Commissioners. On the contrary, the agents 
of the Broadway Company had carefully con- 
ferred with as many property-owners as could 
be found between May 6 and 30, and had pro- 
cured the assent of the holders of 35 per cent. in 
value of the property. Other property-owners 
were yet considering its plan, and, in the opin- 
ion of the aflfiants, Broadway property-owners 
would generally favor a good scheme, such as 
that of the Broadway Company, if it were prop- 
erly explained to them and they were given suf- 
ficient time to consider it. As the Broadway 
Surface Company had made an application for 
the appointment of Commissioners, in disregard 
of the spirit of the legislative act, the Broad- 
way Company felt bound, while opposing that 
application, to make a similar one on its own be- 


alf. 

Franklin Bartlett appeared on behalf of Henry 
Mas on, owner of No. 694 Broadway, in opposition 
to the granting of the petition of the Broadway 
Surface Company, on the ground that neither he 
nor his client had received notice of the applica- 
tion. George Canfield appeared on behalf of 
Gen. Hiram Sibley, owner of Nos. 549 and 551 
Broadway, to support the claims of the Broad- 
way Railroad Company, to whose project Gen. 
Sibley has assented. fter much talk between 
the opposing counsel and John M. Scribner, who 
represented the Broadway Surface Company, the 
hearing was adjourned to July 8 to allow the 
counsel for property-owners to prepare for ar- 
gument. 

As President and counsel for the New-York 
City Railroad Company, which proposes to grid- 
jron the city and connect the foot 4 vest 
Ninety-second-street, by devious ways, with the 
foot of Vestry-street, Elliott F. Shepard moved 
for the appointment of Commissioners.

PONROY’S CONVICTION REVERSED. 
A DECISION THAT THE VERDICT OF MURDER 
IN THE FIRST DEGREE WAS -WRONG. 

The Supreme Court, General Term, yes- 
day reversed the judgment of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions against Policeman William Conroy, 
who brutally murdered Peter ‘Keenan in a 
drinking saloon in East Thirty-second-street last 
election eve. Conroy was convicted of murder 
in the first degree last Winter, and was sentenced 
to be hanged on: Feb. 8 The appeal stayed 
the execution of the sentence. The Gen- 


eral Term, in an opinion written by 
Judge Barrett and concurred in by Presiding 
Judge Davis, decide that the element of delib- 
eration was absent from the crime of Conroy 
and that his conviction of murder in the first de- 
gree, under the indictment as it stood, could not 
stand, although if he bad been indicted for * kill- 
ing by an act imminently dangerous to others 
and evincing a depraved mind, regardless of hu- 
man life, although without premeditation,” the 
evidence wouid have justified conviction 1n that 
degree. The decision says: 

“ Between the impulse anc the act there was no re- 
fiection, however slight or brief. I'here were, in fact, 
none of the indicia of deliberate purpose; no hesita- 
tion, no doubt overcome, no choice made as the result 
ofthought, Indeed, the gravest question was whether 
the shot was fired with any distinct and specific 
intent, or merely with a reckless and wanton disregard 
of human life. Conroy's acts were those of a 
ferocious ruffian inflamed by drink. * * * Un- 
doubtedly Conroy was responsible for his 
acts in every legal sense. But the evidence, while 
failing to establish irresponsibility, indicated an abnor- 
mal sensitiveness to liquor resulting from sun-stroke, a 
fall from a loft, and other incidents, fully accounting 
for the extraordinary mental disturbance caused by two 

glasses of bar-room sherry. An exhibition of violence 
ollowed each dram, and followed it almost Pere & 
Nothing of the kind preceded the drinking. Certainly 
Conroy bad no homicidal intent when he entered Cody's 
suloon. That event was purely casual. * * * 

* Under the law us it existed prior to 1878 Conroy 
would have forfeited bis life. There was then but one 
degree of murder, and to constitute it premeditation 
alone was required. The courts had construed the law 
so that premeditation and intent were substantially 
equivalent. The Legislature then divided the crime 
into two degrees, requiring intent with deliberation and 
premeditation to constitute the first; intent without 
deliberation and premeditation to constitute the sec- 
ond. Conroy’s case therefore comes clearly within the 
second, and not within the tirst, of these degrees. But 
the error below was not unnatural. For if there ever 
was a case where the judgment of a right- 
minded court, prosecuting ofticer, or jury might 
readily be obscured by a feeling of just in- 
dignation, it is assuredly the present. * * * 
Beyond guestion Conroy richly deserves ul) the punish- 
ment which can lawfully be inflicted upon him. Less 
than this would be a miscarriage of justice. More, 
however, would be lynch law under the forms of law. 
What, after all, is more important than Conroy’s death 
or imprisonment for life is accuracy in the administra- 
tion of justice—precise conformity to the law. The 
law it is our duty to execute, and in doing so to stand 
if necessary between the rage and even the righteous 
indignation of those who would add one jot to his pun- 
ishment beyond what the law prescribes. Such a duty 
is pow plainly before us, and it can only be faithfully 
performed by the reversal of this judgment and the 
direction of a new trial.” 

Judge Brady dissents from the views of his 
colleagues, hoiding that Conroy, overcome by 
“the brutal recklessness of the murderous 
desperado,”’ deliberately formed the intention to 
shoot somebody, and chose Keenan for his vic- 
tim, as the most insignificant person present. He 
then says: 

“The appellant was a police officer with important 
trust and honored with grave responsibilities. He wus 
allowed to carry arms, not only to aid him in the pre- 
vention of crime, in making arrests, and for his own 
protection, but to afford protection to the citizen—not 
Bsa means of maltreating him. Hisduties kept him 
upon the highways, unless called upon in an emergency 
to depart from them. He had no business in the saloon 
where the killing took place, no duty to perform there, 
and entered it in violation of the trust reposed in him— 
® dereliction which he aggravated by breaking the 
peace which he was bound not only to observe but to 
preserve, and by a cowardly and murderous act upon 
an unoffending citizen for which, as he was not insane, 
there is not to be found any extenuation, but every- 
thing in condemnation.” 
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A CLAIM AGAINST U. 8S. GRANT, JR. 

Leopold Levy has begun a suit in the 
Supreme Court against Ulysses S. Grant, Jr., 
Sarah Cudlipp, and Jerome B. Chaffee, to assert 
and foreclose a lien for $1,000 on two lots and 


buildings thereon on the north side of Seventy- 
third-street, east of Third-avenue. In his com- 
plaint, Mr. Levy says that the premises in ques- 
tion were owned by U.S. Grant, Jr., and that on 
May 3 last he contracted to sell them to Moritz 
Bauer for $42,000, and that Bauer paid $1,000 
down; that on May 7 Grant couveyed them to 
Sarah Cudlipp, one of his relatives, for a pre- 
tended consideration of $50,000, Mrs. Cudlipp ex- 
ecuting a mortgage to him for $3,000, although 
there was no real basisfor it; that on the same 
day he conveyed all his individual property 
rights, without consideration, to his father- 
in-law, Jerome B. Chaffee, and that on May 8 he 
pore in the assignment of Grant & Ward to 
ulien T. Davies. The claim of Bauer for $1,000 
paid by him has been assigned to Leopold Levy, 
and he, on the ground that the conveyances were 
made with the purpose to defraud U. S. Grant, 
Jr.’s, creditors and particularly to cheat Bauer or 
his Assignees, asks to have the $1,000 declared a 
lien on the Seventy-third-street premises, prior 
to all other iiens, and next to have the premises 
sold under foreclosure for the satisfacton of it,

MONOPOLY GAS COMPANIES. 
WHAT THE OFFICERS SAY OF A RUMORED 
CONSOLIDATION. 


For some days rumors have been prey- 
alent that the several gas companies of the city, 
except the Equitable Company, which is not yet 
in operation, were about to be consolidated into 
one great company under the law passed by 
the Legislature at its last session. President 
Thomas K. Lees, of the New-York Gas Company, 
when asked about the rumor by a TIMEs re- 
porter yesterday, said: ** I don’t know anything 
about such alaw. What would be the use of it? 


I don't know of any law ever passed to prevent 
us consolidating if we wantto. I don’t know 
that there has been any consolidation.” 

“ Is there a movement on foot to bring abouta 
consolidation 7” 

*] don’t say that there 1s.” 

“ Has any meeting been held to consider it ?” 

“ There bave been hundreds of meetings. The 
Directors meet every few days.” 

“But I ask of any meeting to consider this 
particular question—a meeting of the officers of 
the different companies ?”’ 

“We have talked over various propositions 
here andthere. I’m not supposed to detail to 
you our private talks, and I think it very impu- 
dent for you to ask. Youcan infer anything 
you want from what I say.” 

Gen. Charles Roome, President of the Manhat- 
tan Gas Company, respectfully asked not to be 
interviewed, saying that even if he knew any- 
thing of interest he might not be at liberty to 
tellit. When his —er had any communica- 
tion to make to the public it would be done 
through the papers and paid for. H. E. Gawtry, 
Vice-President of the Municipal Gas Company, 
said he knew nothing of any proposed consoli- 
dation or of any law passed affecting consolida- 
tions, Secretary Zollikoffer, of the Metropolitan 
Company, made the same statement, as did Pres- 
ident Kennedy, of the Mutual Company. 

Robert M. Graham, Presidentof the new Equi- 
table Company, remarked that}they were quietly 
waiting to see what move would be made by the 
old companies. The new company had 30 miles 
of pipe already laid, and would have 50 miles 
when ready to begin business, in September. 
The outside limlt of price was fixed at $1 75; 
they could go as low as they pleased. If the old 
companies cut the price to $1 people would un- 
derstand the move—know that it would not bea 
permanent cut. Officers of the old companies 
generally admitted that when the new company 
was in the field they would have to combine for 
mutual protection.

BANK OFFICERS IN COURT. 
CASE OF THE MANAGERS OF THE NEWARK 
SAVINGS INSTITUTION, 

A large array of counsel appeared in 
Vice-Chancellor Van Fleet’s court at Newark 
yesterday, in response to Chancellor Runyon's 
writ directing the managers of the Newark Sav- 
ings Institution to show cause why they should 
not be committed for contempt in having parted 
with the bank’s securities to Fisk & Hatch. Presi- 
dent Dodd and Manager Mercer said, through 
their counsel, that they were not prepared with 
their answer. Manager Mackin did not under- 
stand that he was to put in a formal answer, but 
he was ready toanswer whatever questions might 
be put to him. Others of the defendants de- 
clared themselves ready fortrial. They wanted 
to be relieved as speedily as possible from the 
cloud of suspicion the newspapers had thrown 
upon them.

FIRST VOYAGE OF THE EMS. 
MAKING THE PASSAGE FROM SOUTHAMPTON 
IN A LITTLE OVER EIGHT DAYS. 

The new North German Lloyd steam- 
ship Ems was sighted east of Fire Island at 4:47 P. 
M. yesterday, and she anchored off the bar early in 
the evening. She sailed from Southampton on 
Juneiat7 P.M. The time of the passage was 7 
days, 23 hours, and 45 minutes, which is remark- 
ably good for the first voyage of a steam-ship. 

The Ems is the fifth of the large steam-ships 
built for the North-German Lloyd by John 
Elder & Co., of Fairfield on the Clyde. The new 
steam-ship was launched on Feb. 27 last. 


She measures 5,129 tons and her dimensions are: 
Length, 455 feet: breadth of beam. 47 feet, and 
depth of hold, 864 feet. The hull, which is 
divided into a number of water-tight compart- 
ments by bulkheads of great strength, was 
under the personal supervision of Capt. Leist, 
who now commands the vessel. The engin 
which are by Elder & Co., are compound and o 
the three-cylinder inverted type. The two low- 
pressure cvlinders are each 86 inches in diameter, 
and the high-pressure cylinder is 62 inches in 
diameter. The piston stroke is5feet. During 
the recent voyage about 7,000 horse-power was 
developed by the engines. There are six double- 
ended boilers, each one of which is heated by six 
furnaces with Foxe’s corrugated flues. 

The Ems has accommodations for 130 first 
class, 200 second class, and 1,100 third class pee. 
sengers. The chief saloon is onthe main deck 
forward of the engines. It extends the entire 
width of the vessel and is 42 feet long. It is 
very handsomely fitted up, and, like the other 
fast vessels of this line, is lighted bya lofty 
square cupola which reaches up 24 feet to the bur- 
ricane deck. The main saloon is ornamented 
with handsome paintings and carvings. The fur- 
niture and upholstery work are of the most 
luxurious description. The state-rooms are fit- 
ted up in the best style, and contain every facil- 
ity tor comfort. On the promenade deck ic a 
handsome ladies’ room and also an elegant smok- 
ing-room. The promenade deck, which is 180 fect 
long and extends the entire width of the vessel, 
is reserved for first class passengers. The second 
cabin is very handsomely fitted up. A feature 
of the Ems is the beautiful stained and 
ornamental glass-work of the cabins, which 
is by Keir, of Glasgow. The steerage has 
been fitted up with a view to comfort, and is 
well lighted and ventilated. The new steam- 
ship is provided, with ali of the newest steam and 
other appliances. She is classed in the highest 
grade of the Bureau Veritas, and in several re- 
2 more than meets with the requirements.
